NAVAL. AGREEMENT 
NOTINTREATY FORM 


Is Said to Represent : Merely 
Accord on Policy Between 
- France and England. 











HAS NO BINDING. EFFECT

tween London and Paris. 


This agreement does not constitute 
a treaty. It represents an accord 
in’ policy between the two Foreign 
Offices arrived at through negotia- 
tions conducted. by. Philippe.Berthe- 
lot. Permanent Under Secretary at 
the Quai d’Orsay, and Sir William 
Tyrell when he occupied.a similar 
position in the British Foreign Of- 
fice before bécoming Ambassador to 
Paris. Such agreement is not 
signed as a treaty would be, but 
exists in the form of a memorandum 
agreed to by the two Foreign Min- 
isters. 

It has been submitted to the other 
naval powers as a suggestion of a 
program they might adopt in con- 
sideration of future naval limitation. 
If approved by the other powers, it 
would become the basis of,the naval 
discussions at Geneva. If not ap- 
proved by the others, it would repre- 
sent the position the English and 
French diplomats would support dur- 
ing the negotiations. | 

It is thus apparent that the agree- 
ment needs the assent of other pow- 
ers to form a definite basis:of naval 
limitation. The final basis might be 
somewhat different and still win the 
adherence of England and France. 
The agreement represents, then, 
simply the position England and 
France now stand ready to advocate. 

In the nature of things, one cannot 
say what ships now affected by the 
agreement will form part of some 
eneral arrangement. The_heart of 
fhe proposal lies in two »rovisions, 
one for limiting cruisers below 10,000 
tons and carrying. more than 6-inch 
guns and the other for’ limiting sub- 
marines of more than 600 tons. 

Even if France and England were 
to carry the submarine part of the 
agreement into the form of a defi- 

nite treaty, it is apparent that the 
critioe limitation plan would not be- 
come binding on England until 
America accepted it: And it should 
be further borne in mind that it is 
not proposed to limit either cruisers 
or submarines on any tonnage or 
percentage basis, but only by state- 
ments by the various countries of 
their building programs five years in 
advance. 

While, therefore, the London-Paris 
agreement represents a statement of 
accord in policy by the two Govern- 
ments, it does not constitute definite

Mrs. Coolidge Shares in Hearty 
Welcome Extended by Throng 
Assembled at Wausau.

WAUSAU, .Wis., Aug. .15.—The 
Kelloggs multilateral treaty to out- 
law war, now ‘being negotiated be- 
tween the United States and four- 
teen other. nations was lauded by 
President Coolidge today as holding 
a greater hope for international 
peace than any ever before’ given to 
the world. 

Speaking here before ‘the Wiscon- 
sin State Convention of the Ameri- 
can Legion, the President .declared 
the treaty one of the greatest bless- 
ings ever bestowed’ upon humanity 
and a fitting consummation of the 
first ten years of peace since the 
Armistice ending the great war. He 
confidently declared that the treaty’s 


‘existence’ in 1914. would have. pre- 


vented that world-shattering conflict. 

The President, however, demanded 
that the Americ.zn national. defense 
should not be weakened by this coun- 
try’s participation in the treaty.- 
Pointing out that the treaty's pri-, 
mary purpose was to pledge -the na- 
tions. against . mutual . attack, he 
argued that the compact. in no way 
militated against maintenance of an 
adequate army, and navy~ so long 
as these were kept in being. solely 
for protection of this land,. a. state- 
ment drawing. vigorous applause 
from the. crowd. of between 15,000 
ani 20,000 persons. 

Disavowing any bressive sent” 
ment by the United States, the Presi- 
dent declared that this government 
would earn the. ontempt. of. its ‘citi- 
zens and the whole ‘world if is dis- 
regarded the science of national. de- 
fense. It would be an attempt, he 
said, to evade bearing our share of 
the burdens of civilization. 


Says Isolation Is Impossible. 


Future isolation. of . the. United 
States. from: world affairs was: an 
impossibility, the President insisted, 
when he stated that the war. ‘‘dem- 


onstrated so clearly. the interdepen- 
dence of all peopie that. we are not 
likely to hear again in responsible 
quarters that what other nations do 
is no concern of ours.’ 

‘‘Hach. people should -be free to 
manage their own affairs as long 

as they observe the rights of others. 
He added that the United States had 
“very much hoped ‘to: see.a broader 
application of the principle of self- 
government” throughout the world. 

In the minds of many of those lis- 
tenittg was the thought that the Pres 
ident desires a definite move, toward 
world peace to be the chief contribu- 
tion of his Administration. 

At the conclusion of .the, speech 
Lieut. Col . Frank J. Schneller, retir- 
ing Commander. of the Wisconsin 
State Legion, presented the President 
with an overseas cap, of a cherry 
red, which the Executive placed upon 
his head at a jaunty angle so com- 
mon legionnaires, while: the 
photographers took his. picture and 
the spectators cheered: By a viva 
voce vote of the crowd, Mr. and Mrs. 
Coolidge were elected respectively 
as honorary life. guests. of Talbor 
Montgomery Post No. 10 of the State 
Legion and its ‘ladies’ auxiliary. 


Crowd Extends Hearty Greeting. 


The speech was delivered at Mara- 
thon Park, about one and one-half 
miles from the railway. station here. 
Standing ‘on a canopied pavilion, Mr. 
Coolidge faced a large grand stand 
filled to capacity, and behind. which 
rose a great shield of tall pines. 

Seated near the President was Mrs. 
‘Coolidge, who.smiled graciously at

‘C. Norman ‘Ageton of Banford 
Avenue,’ Flushing, Queens, a’ chem- 
ist’ who is in‘ business ‘at Havana, 
Cuba, was killed when a, Havana- 
Key West mail and passenger air- 
plane was forced down off ‘her course 
twenty miles from the Florida coast 
last evening, according to a message 
received from the Coast’ Guard Ste- 
tion at St. Petersburg, Fla. 

The Coast Guard station reported 
by. telephone to THE: New YorK 
Times at 2:30 o’clock this’ morning 
that a. wireless message had been 
received from the tank steamer Ligo- 
nier. that the plane had been forced 
down in the Gulf Stream and that 
‘the survivors were picked up by the 
tanker. One passenger named Ageton 
‘was Killed; the message said, another 
passenger was injured and three 
members of ‘the crew were unhurt. 

The message from the Captain of 
the Ligonier was that the plane hit 


the water with great force near the 

ship.. Four men were taken’ aboard 
the tanker, the Captain reported, and 
considerable difficulty was ‘experi- 
enced in extricating the body of the 
dead man. 

The Captain said he was altering 
his course to bring his ship to the 
entrance of Tampa -Bay and re- 
quested that a boat be sent out to 
take off the dead man and the four 
suvivors. 

. Early this morning a-Coast Guard 


cutter . - from S8t.- Cotsaiiare : was 
standing by. the entrance to.the.bay 
awaiting the arrival of. the tanker. 
Mrs. .Ageton. telephoned to, THE

George K. Morris, Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, died 
suddenly yesterday afternoon in his 
suite in the“Hotel Drake, Park Ave- 
nue and Fifty-sixth Street, as the 
result of & cerebral hemhorrage. He 
was 45 years old. 

Mr. Morris had suffered from ex- 
cessive blood pressure and had not 
been,in the best of health for several 
months. Nevertheless upon his 
return from the Republican National 
Convention at Kansas City he had 
thrown himself with his accustomed 
vigor into the work of the National 
and State campaigns He spent weeks 
traveling through the State or at 
his desk at Republican State head- 
quarters in this city to promote a 
thorough organization of the Repub- 
lican~forces for the coming fight 
when he hoped to wrest centro] of 
the State administration at Albany 
away from the Democrats and carry 
the State for Herbert Hoover. 

He had ‘eached this city from Am- 
sterdam, where he resided, late on 


| Tuesday evening and had made an 


appointment to meet Republican 
National Gommitteeman Charles D. 
Hilles at the Metropolitan Club for 
a conference over breakfast. Chair- 
man Morris was just returning from 
his conference when he was stricken. 
Mr. Hilles was with him until shortly 
before he,;died. When death occurred 
the Republican National Committee- 
man had-stepped out ‘of the room 
and was busy on the telephone in 
an attempt to get into communica- 
tion with members of Mr. Morris's 
family up-State.

Dr. Raymond B. Miles, Assistant 
Medical Examiner, who was called 
in by the physicians, reported the 
death of Mr. Morris due to a stroke 
of apoplexy suffered about 10 o’clock 

esterday forenoon. This was the 
ime when Mr. Morris and National 
Committeeman Hilles emerged from 
the Metropolitan Club after having 
breakfasted together. 

National Committeeman Hilles re- 
mained at the suite of his stricken 
associate all afternoon and evening. 
He was joined there by Colonel La- 
fayette B. Gleason, who as Secretary 
of the Republican State Committee 
had been closely associated with Mr. 
Morris in his work for the party ever 
since 1922, when he became State 
Chairman. Later former United 
States Senator James W. Wads- 
worth, H. Edmund Machold, former 
Speaker of the Assembly and friend 

Mr. Morris from boyhood days, 
dropped in and joined the guard of 
honor which ept vigil. Mrs. 
Charles*H. Sabin, Republican Na- 
tional Committee member, and James 
B. Reynolds, former Secretary of the 
Republican National Committee, also 
came in to pay tribute to the dead. 

Louis Morris said last night that 
funeral services for his brother 
would be held tomorrow morning at 
11 o’clock in the chapel of the Na- 
tional Casket Company at 140 East 
Fifty-seventh Street. The body will 
be taken to Amsterdam on the train 
leaving the Grand Central Station at 
2 P. M. tomorrow, where it will be 
buried after familv services.

His Rise Rapid. 


The rise of Mr. Morris to the posi- 
tion of State leadership in his party 
was phenomenal. He had been prom- 
inent in Republican politics in Mont- 
gomery, his home county, less than 


five years when he was elevated to 
the chairmanship of the Republican 
State Committee in September, 1922, 
at the dictate of the then Republican 
Governor Nathan L. Miller. 

His first political venture was a 
fight to make his father-in-law, 
Henry S. De Forest of Schenectady, 
a Congressman. There had been con- 
siderable opposition to his nomina- 
tion. He lost the first time but two 

ears later, largely through the in- 
ensive fight made by Mr. Morris, 
De Forest won out. 
Mr. Morris was made Chairman of 
the Republican County Committee in 
Montgomery. He held this post until 
he was elected Chairman of the Re- 
publican County Committee in 1922. 
His power within the Republican or- 
ganization of his home county from 
the time he was made its Chairman 
and up to the time of his death was 
supreme. 

In the unofficial Republican State 
Convention of 1920 Mr. Morris made 
a fight against the nomination. of 
Nathan L. Miller and in favor of 
Francis M. Hugo, who wes Secre- 
tary of State but aspired to the Gov- 
ernorship. He lost this fight, but Mr. 
Miller was greatly impressed with his 
power and energy. He made him 
first 2 member of the State Athletic 
Commission and subsequently State 
Chairman. He had been elected State 
Chairman as many times as Gover- 
nor Smith has been elected Governor. 
His fourth election occurred after the 
Spring primaries this year and it 
was for a two-year term. 

Mr. Morris had a facility for mak- 
ing friends. His friendships extend- 
ed even into the opposition party. 
Except in a political way, Governor 
Smith thought highly of him, even 
though he denounced him « the 
stump. Mr. Morris was, perhaps, 
the youngest man who ever stepped 
into the Chairmanship of the Repub- 
lican State Committee in this State— 
was only 39 when he was elected. 
He succeeded Geonge A. Glynn of 
Watertown, who received credit for

_ Mr. Morris was dry politically and 
made no secret of it, even though 
the Republican party in-this State 
is credited with being wet. He was 
a strong advocate of keeping the 
prohibition enforcement machinery 
out of politics, and was one of the 
first to urge the transfer of prohibi- 
tion enforcement from the Treasury 
Department to the Department of 
Justice.: He was a believer in bring- 
ing young men into the party coun- 
cils and to the forefront as candi- 
dates for public office. 

Mr. Morris was born in Amsterdam 
on Jan. 19, 1883. He was the son of 
Francis and Mary. E. Morris. . He 
was educated in the public schools, 
attended a a pag school at 
Lawrenceville, N. J., but did not go 
to college. When he came home 
from school he became identified at 
once with the knit goods industry, 
entering the firm of A. V. Morris & 
Sons, which had been founded by his 
grandfather and of which his father 
was then the head. He continued

Daniels Stresses Dry Issue—Ken- 
tucky Counted for Smith. 

Josephus Daniels, former Secretary 
of the Navy, called at Democratic 
National Headquarters yesterday on 
his way to Albany for a conference 
with Governor Smith. Mr. Daniels 
indicated that North ‘Carolina, his 
home State, was very dry and that 
the result in that State might depend 
on Governor Smith's. statement of 
his attitude on prohibition in his ac- 
ceptance speech.

“Our campaign in North Carolina

The recent charge by Ernest H. 
Cherrington, Educational Director of

Blames Drys For Many Evils. 


“After eight. years of miserable 
prohibition failure, with its paralyz- 
ing corruption, its demoralization of 
youth, its rum running, moonshining, 
bootlegging and consequent terrify- 
ing crime and other deep-seated evils 
—for all of which the Anti-Saloon 
League is directly .responsible—Mr.

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STRATON IN LETTER 
URGES SMITH BOLT 


Asks George and Daniels to 
‘Turn to Moral and Religious 
Forces’ in the South. 


REPEATS PULPIT CHARGES 


And Plans Sermon Detailing the 
Governor’s Record, Declaring 
Nominee Dodges Debate. 


GREENWOOD LAKE, N. Y., 
Aug. 15 @.—The Rev. Dr. John 
Roach Straton, in letters to Senator 
Walter George of Georgia and 
Josephus Daniels, former Secretary 
of the Navy, tonight called upon 
these Democratic leaders to turn 
their political allegiance from Gover- 
nor Alfred E. Smith to ‘‘the moral 
and religious forces which will at last 
sweep the South.” 

Appealing -to Senator George as 
“‘my old-time friend and room-mate 
during the happy college days in 
Georgia,’”? the clergyman counseled 
him ‘‘in love and, I believe, in true 
wisdom’’ to ‘‘forget the seeming tem- 
porary advantage connected with a 
wrong political alignment and bide 


your time, even though it may mean 
a temporary break for you with the 
Democratic machine as now domi- 
nated by the forces of Tammany Hall 
corruption.’’ 

‘Because of my love and admira- 
tion for you,” this letter read, “I 
write you, expressing the earnest 
hope that you will ponder long and 
consider well before you throw your- 
self into any active advocacy of the 
candidacy of Al Smith for the Presi- 
dency. 


Sees Dark and Sinister Forces. 


“I know the claim of party regu- 
larity upon you, as a public servant 
elected by the Democrats, but I

Members of the American

It is now ten years since the 
events were taking place which 
brought your organization into ex- 
istence. They have been years 
necessarily attended by a great 
deal of hardship, but they have 
also been years when the world 
has made a great deal of progress. 
The war left the chief nations ut- 
terly exhausted. How many people 
directly and indirectly lost their 

ives rezson of that conflict will 
never known. It ran into many 
millions. The cost in treasure was 
so great that it can never be 
counted. It ran into hundreds of 
billions. The material resources of 
several of the powers involved 
were so far exhausted as to re- 
pg almost complete reconstruc- 

10m. 

Our own loss of life, happily, was 
comparatively small, but the cost 
in direct outlay to the National 
Treasury ran between $30,000,000,- 
000 and $40,000,000,000 and is still 
going on. Of all the countries en- 
gaged, the United States has pro- 
ceeded furthest toward recovery, 
ree im we are yet a long dis- 
tance from its completion. 

While the war proved a stupen- 
dous catastrophe for all those who 
were in it, and in eighteen months 
destroyed values which it had 
taken us generations to create, on 
the other hand its lessons can be 
made a great advantage to us. It 
gave us an opportunity to know 
the world and afforded us a place 
in the world which we did not 
have before. It revealed to us to 
large extent both our powers and 
our responsibilities. It demon- 
strated so clearly the interpenden- 
dence of all people that we are not 
likely to hear again in responsible 
quarters that what other nations 
do is no concern of ours. 

It is also easier for us to remem- 
ber that what we do has its effect 
on other nations. Quite properly, 
under international law, one peo- 
ple is debarred from interfering in 
the strictly domestic affairs of an- 
other people. The first law of lib- - 
erty, which was one of the prin- 
ciples for which we were fighting, 
requires that each people should 
be free to manage their own af- 
fairs so long as they observe the 
rights of others. In the domain 
of foreign relations there can be 
no doubt that throughout civiliza- 
tion a new disposition was created 
to discard the old rule of force 
and adopt more exclusively the 
rule of law, relying for enforce- 
ment upon its own mora] power. 


Desire for Mutual Helpfulness. 


This has brought about among 
the nations of the world a new 
sympathy for each other and a new 
forbearance to each other 
which did not before exist. It has 
eliminated a great deal of selfish- 
ness and produced a desire for mu- 
tual helpfulness, even at the cost of 
considerable sacrifice. In their for- 
eign relations all over the world a 
very distinct manifestation can be 
seen in the attitude of the great 
powers of wholesome restraint and 
an effort to conclude by patient 
negotiation what but a short time 
ago would have besn determined 
with an iron hand. 

Another result which the United 
States very much hoped to see se- 
cured was a broader application to 
the peoples of the different nations 
of the principle of self-government. 
On the whole the movement may 
be said to be strongly in that direc- 
tion.- Arbitrary rule applied under 
a system of hereditary monarchy 
has almost disappeared. While it 
was not possible for all people at 
once successfully to make the tran- 
sition into a republican form of 
government, yet I believe that even

We found that it was a matter not 
only of quantity but of quality.

These disadvantages were in some 
Ways compensated by the wonder- 
ful spirit of loyalty and devotion 
that was manifest in the heart of 
the whele nation. We learned not 
only the importance which we are 
to each cther but the necessity for 
individual development. 
Higher Citizenship Standard. 

We found that we needed not 
only a large number of people, but 
a large number of trained and edu- 
cated people capable of putting 
forth a common effort through be- 
ing able to arrive at a commen un- 
derstanding. We came to a new 
sense of our dependence on the in- 
dividual and a new realization of 
the obligation of society to him and 
his worth to society. This has im- 
measurably raised both the eco- 
nomic and spirtual standards of 
our country. A _ citizen of the 
United States holds a new position, 
higher than that which was ever 
held in any past time. The oppor- 
tunities which are enjoyed by our . 
countrymen are far superior to 
those which ever came to any other 
people. 

One of the most wide-reaching 
impressions that came out of our 
war experience was the duties and 
responsibilities of citizenship. We 
cams to see that ‘ach citizen 
might be called upon by. the 
Government in time of need for 
his life and his property. ‘Those 
who went into the armed service 
offered thcir lives, end those who 
contributed’ to the wartime chari- 
ties, to the purchase of Liberty 
bonds, and to the payment of taxes 
contributed their property. Those 
who possessed very large incomes 
paid into the Nati.nal Treasury 
about 80 per cent. of it, which, 
with their State and local taxes, 
came very close to a taking over by 
the Gaevernment of their entire 
Propenty for use during the war. 

t was, in fact, a practical con- 
scription for an indefinite time of 
the prope. of those of very large 
incomes. ile some of our people 
were in the service, others were 
producing food, turning out muni- 
tions, looking after the affairs of 
government, and carrying on the 
necessary activities of commeros 
and transportation. 

We saw that the individual did 
not belong wholly to himself, but 
must respond to the requirements’ 
of his Government. Stated another 
way, the individuals who make up 
this nation found that for their 
self-preservati. they must cooper- 
ate with each other under a unified 
leadership and control and contri- 
bute their services and their prop- 
erty in order to save themselves 
from destruction. Self-preserva- 
tion meant then, as it always does, 
response to the call of duty. 


Coordination of Effort. 


Adequate defense meant. the 
proper functioning of the entire 
organic life of the nation. That 
lesson carried over into our peace- 
time activities has been one of the 


chief factors in the enormous prog- 
ress which the last ten years have 
seen, It is a process that is as yet 
only in its beginnings, but which is 
being perfected from day to day 





among those nations which have 
appeared to be finding that expe- 


and which ultimately holds the 
chief hope of our material, intellec- 


tual, and spiritual progress and 
prosperity. The foundation of it 
all rests on the extermination of 


and the 
slacker. It means the coordination 
of national effort through an ade- 
quately trained ci Pp, which ~ 
will result in a scientific produc- 
tion and distribution of commodi- 
ties that will raise the standard of 
living around every fireside in the 


While the Government can be a 
large contributing factor in provid- 
ing the opportunities whi will 
lead to this high ideal, yet, our 
whole experience during the war 
tells us t if it is to be attained 
it will come through the private 
enterprise of each individual. 
consummation requires that each . 
citizen should do his duty. 

Another fact which shines forth 
with a renewed brilliance is that 
many of the most precious rewards 
of life do not lie on the side of ma- 
terial m. We have had a great 
deal discussion concerning the 
injustice of one person going into 
the service at a very small remu- 
neration, while another remained 
at home in the enjoyment of very 
high wages. But I wonder how 
many of you who put on the uni- 
form and went into action overseas 
would now be willing to exchange 
that experience for the few dollars 
of extra compensation that some 
one else was able to earn at home 
during the latter months of the 
war. Which one is now in posses- 
sion of the most valuable treasure 
—the one who was at the front or 
the one who was securing high 
wages? By reason of the draft 
both were doing the duty assigned 
to them and both lived up to the 
full requirements of their citizen- 
ship, but I think the conclusion 
must be that the one who was in 
the place of greater peril is really 
in possession of the greater reward. 
What we found in war we shall 
continue to find in peace. 

As with many of our most impor- 
tant services, many of our greatest 
compensations cannot be measured 
in dollars and cents. You are 
greater men for what you have 
given to your country. You hold a 
higher place of honor in the esti- 
mation of your fellow-citizens 
which no money could ever buy. 
You have a place and a name and 
a glory which you will hand down 
as a priceless heritage. 


Faith in Our Institutions. 


One of the most gratifying of all 
revelations was that the strength 
of character of our citizenship was 
universal. It was all-embracing. It 
was not limited to any locality, to 
any class, to any nationality, or to 
any creed. We found as.sturdy and 
inspiring examples among the for- 
eign-born as among the oldest na- 
tive stock. It came from some ob- 
scure mountain home, some isolat- 
ed dwelling on the broad prairie, or 
some tenement of a great metrop- 
olis, as well as from those who en- 
joyed the most favored circum- 
stances. We cannot contemplate 
it without, increasing our respect 
for our people and renewing our 
faith in our institutions. It was 
another demonstration that we are 
all Americans. 

As we contemplate these past ten 

ears, we have every justification 
or increasing our sentiment of pa- . 
triotism. But while we are doin 
that we should also remember tha 
other nations during that period - 
have displayed qualities of a high 
character. They also are entitled 
to our respect and admiration in. 
their successes and our sympathy 
and consideration in their trials. 
While it is our privilege and duty 
as citizens to place our regard for 
America first, if we are to justify 
that position we must make Amer- 
ica right. 

Because we believe in our coun- 
try it will always be our desire 
and our duty to defend it. It can- 
not be-too often stated that we 
cherish no sentiment of aggression 
toward any other peonte, ut the.

While the country’s 
national defense should never be 
neglected, preparation for the 
Maintenance of peace is likewise 
required by every humane impulse 
that stirs the hearts of men. ose 
of you who have seen service would 
be the first to say that if the 
country needed you, you would re- 
spond again. But you will also be 
the first to say that you require of 

ur Government that it should 

ke every possible precaution that 
human ingenuity can devise to in- 
sure the settlement of its differ- 
ences with other countries through 
diplomatic negotiations and mutual 
concessions according to the dic- 
tates of reason, rather than by ap- 
peal to force. 

It is in accordance with. our de- 
termination to refrain from aggres- 
sion and build up a sentiment and 
practice among nations more fa- 
vorable to peace, that we ratified a 
treaty for the limitation of. naval 
armaments made in 1921, earnestly 
sought for a further extension of 
this principle in 1927, and have se- 
cured the consent of fourteen im- 
portant nations to the negotiation 
of a treaty condemning recourse 
to war, renouncing it is an instru- 
ment of national policy, and pledg- 
ine each other to seek no solution 
of their disagreements except by 
pacific means. It is hoped other 
nations will join in this movement. 
Had an agreement of this kind 
been in existence in 1914, there is 
every reason to suppose that it 
would have saved the situation and 
delivered the world from all the 
misery which was inflicted by the 
great war. 


Reason vs. Appeal to Force. 


By taking a leading position in 
securing this agreement, which is 
fraught with so much hope for the 
progress of humanity, we have 
demonstrated that when we have 
said we maintained our armaments, 
not for aggression, but. purely for 
defense, we were making a candid 
statement which we were willing 
to verify by our actions, 

I shall not now go into a discus- 
sion of the details or the implica- 
tions of this agreement other than 
to point out that, of course, it de- 
tracts nothing from the right and 
obligation of ourselves or the other 
high contracting parties to main- 
tain an adequate national defense 
against any attack, but it does 
pledge ourselves not to attack oth- 
ers in consideration for their agree- 
ment not to attack us, and to seek 
a settlement of our controversies 
one with another through peaceful 
means.

who will preside. President Wilson 
sat there at the right of Premier 
Clemenceau. when he gave the world 
the League of Nations.

There has not been a treaty of 
Paris for a long time. So if Mr. 
Kellogg does not want it called by 
his name, why not dub the compact 
the ‘‘Treaty of Paris’? Every one 
can say ‘‘Paree.’’ 


TO PARDON FLAG INSULTERS. 


France Assures Stresemann’s Pres- 
ence at Treaty Signing.

BERLIN, Aug. 15.—The last vestige 
of doubt regarding Foreign Minister 
Stresemann’s visit to Paris for the 
signing of the Kellogg Anti-War 
Compact was removed today by an 
official announcement that the con- 
flict caused by the French occupa- 
tion authorities’ demand for extra- 
dition from. the Reich of the four 
Germans convicted of having insult- 
ed the French flac had been com- 
posed. It is understood here that 
France proposes to grant pardon to 
the offenders, who otherwise might 
have to be haled before the German 
courts. 

Dr. Stresemann’s formal acceptance 
of the French invitation to partici- 
pate in the signing ceremony will 
probably b2 sent to Paris tomorrow 
following his conference at Oberhof 
—where he is completing his recovery 
from his recent illness—with Under 
Secretary Schubert today. The Minis- 
ter’s health is now virtually normal. 
He is expected to return to Berlin 
early next week. and attend a meet- 
ing of the Cabinet before his de- 
parture for Paris on Aug. 25. 

While German opinion is greatly 
soothed by the French Government’s 
conciliatory attitude in cancelling 
the demand of their Rhine Army 
commander for. delivery into his 
hands of the Germans sentenced to 
long prison terms by a French court- 
martial in their absence, bitterness 
still exists over the proposed Franco- 
British military’ manoeuvres in the 
occupied territory and the refusal of 
the Conference of Ambassadors to 
sanction the enlargement of railroad 
facilities at Riisselsheim in the 
Rhineland. Dr. Hoesch, the German 
Ambassador to Paris, is reported to 
have made further representations 
at the Quai d’Orsay on the latter 
score. Nationalist papers allege that 
the French oppose extension of the 
Riisselaheim freight yards because 
this would primarily benefit the Opel 
automobile works there and thus be 
disadvantageous to French industrial 
interests.

Statement on Long Island Parks. 


The Governor’s statement on the 
Long Island parks follows: 


Upon my return to Albany, I 
found that the chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, Sena- 
tor Hewitt of Locke, and the chair- 
man of the Assembly Ways .and 
Means Committee, Assemblyman 
Hutchinson of Greenlake, have re- 
fused to approve allotment of cer- 
tain park funds on Long Island. 
They have refused to approve the 
expenditure of $15,000 for surveys 
on the Northern Parkway, mostly 
on lands which the owners have 
actually agreed to dedicate to the 
State, and of $35,000 set’ aside by 
the State Council of Parks and ap- 
proved by me for purchase of 
rights of way between dedications 
on the Northern State Parkway. 

This money comes from the sale 
of unused or unappropriated State 
land, almost all of it in New York 
City. I have repeatedly stated 
that when scattered pieces of State 
land in any city, of no use for 
recreation or other purposes, are 
disposed of, they should be ex- 
changed for larger parcels in the 
suburbs which will afford recrea- 
tion to people of the same com- 
munity. No reasonable person can 
quarrel with that principle. 

The proposed purchases for the 
Northern Parkway on Long ‘Island 
are from owners who have agreed 

with the commissio on low prices 
and who cannot afford to dedicate. 
The agreements with these owners - 
will of course run out unless they 
are taken up. It happens that these 
purchases are also necessary to 
obtain several large dedications 
where owners have agreed in writ- 
ing to dedicate, provided that the 
State acquires all the land for a 
certain distance beyond their ded- 
ications. , . ‘ 

In the information given by the 
Long Island State Park Commis- 
sion and’ personally delivered, by 
me to Assemblyman Hutchinson, 
together with maps.and’ other data, 
it was shown that the rights of way 
to be purchased immediately b 
agreement are between:the dedi- 
cations of Edward S. Harkness, 
Frederick W. Allen, Robert°G,.

Says Hutchinson Approved. 


Assemblyman Hutchinson told 
me less than a month ago that he 
personally approved these pur- 
chases, but wanted to take the 
matter up with Senator. Hewitt be-. 
fore signing the approvals. 

Senator Hewitt had made the ab- 
surd statement that it would cost 


$50,000,000 to complete ‘the North- 
ern Parkway, although it was cer- 
tified to him that the. entire cost 








of this parkway, spread over a 
period of at least six years from 
the time of the beginning of con- 
struction, wcukl be approximately 
$5,000,000. 

It should be particularly noted 
that there is no question of the 
immediate beginning of construc- 
tion on the Northern Parkway. 
The important thing is to acquire 
the rights of way while they can 
be acquired and before there is 
further subdivision of land and 
breaking up of estates. 

The reasons reported to me as 
being given by the two Chairmen 
for refusing to sign are almost too 
absurd to mention. Hewitt and 
Hutchinson state that I agreed 
with them not to touch the North- 
ern Parkway until the Southern 
was completed. I never made such 
an agreement, although these two 
legislators deliberately attempted, 
on behalf of the millionaire lobby 
on the North Shore, to hold up all 
Long Island appropriations to ob- 
tain a pledge that nothing would 
be done in the northern half of the 
island and especially in the Wheat- 
ley Hills section. 

I did say that no funds for con- 
struction would be .askéd on the 
Northern Parkway until the South- 
ern Parkway and causeway were 
completed to Jones Beach. This 
would have. happened this year if 
the legislative leaders had not 
made cuts in the appropriations so 
great that it. will take another year 
to carry the Southern Parkway to 
Wantagh, where the Jones Beach 
Causeway begins. 


Effect of Nassau Boulevard. 


Another excuse offered by the 
legislative leaders is that they 
were told two or three years ago 
that nothing active would be done 
to acquire land for the Northern 
Parkway until the sentiment of the 


majority of owners changed. This 
sentiment, due largely to the build- 
ing of the new Nassau Boulevard 
by the city through Queens County 
to the very doorway of the Wheat- 
oo has completely changed. 
very one knows that this new 
city artery was sponsored by mil- 
lionaires in the Wheatley Hills and 
neighboring sections of Nassau 
outside of New York City, who 
wanted a new boulevard to get to 
their estates faster. They raised 
a fund of $50,000 to make plans 
for the Nassau Boulevard and the 
city. adopted the plans, : 

I think this boulevard is a fine 
thing, but it cannot stop in a 
potato patch or 18-foot country 
road when it gets to the city line. 
The same boulevard which carries 
the millionaire from his office to 
the threshold of his golf club or 
estate should carry the city man in 
his small car out to parks and the 
shore front in the open country. 

Apparently the majority of intel- 
ligent and public-spirited people of 
wealth in Nassau feel that way, 
because in. the last year about 70 

er cent. of the whole Northern 

arkway right of way has been 
dedicated. I am informed that if 
we omit the people who are ready 
to.sell rights of way and cannot 
‘afford to dedicate, the -opposition 
which remains; and which is repre- 
sented at Albany by the Republi- 
can majority in the Legislature, in- 
cludes less’ than twenty estate 
owners. 


*Control’’ of Legislature. 


. “The real facts are that the Re- 
publican leaders in the Legislature 
have attempted to block every 
Single park and parkway project on 
Long Island since 1924. They have 
been particularly anxious to block 
the wich gary aoe Saskwey, and 
opponents o @ parkway who own.

vent the State park and parkway 
developments in this section. 

The park program has gone 
along in spite of them and in every 
. battle the State has been the vic- 
tor. In most parts of Long Island 
it is now almost impossible to find 
any local sentiment opposed to the 
State’s program, so great has been 
the change in public opinion since 
the people have caught up with the 
misrepresentations broadcast by a 
few wealthy and selfish people 
and by the Republican legislative 
leaders.

The only highways and parkwa 
the State provided for these ci iy 
cars are in the suburbs. What 
more, Long Island is the logical 
recreation place for the countless 
millions of the future in the entire 
metropolitan section. 


Is Determined on Start.

Statement on Albany Park. 


Following is the Governor’s state- 
ment on the Albany Academy and 
new State park here: 


Two years ago I recommended 
acquiring and parking the land 
north of the State capitol at Albany 
in order to protect the capitol.

I recommerded this appropria- 
tion to the finance chairmen and 
they declined to make it, stating 
that, in their opinion, the land 
would go up in valu> and that the 
matter could wait. I pointed out 
that experience everywhere showed 
that a piece of land surrounded by 
a public park went up in value 
enormously, but this had no effect 
on them. 

We have now torn down the other 
buildings surrounding the acad- 
emy. The academy trustees with- 
drew their offer of sale at $350,000, 
having been offered $500,000 by an 
apartment house syndicate. 
State has no funds available now 
to buy at any price. This must

Federal Agents Take Men in 
Hotel After Paying Marked 
Notes for Narcotics. 


A long investigation by Colonel L. 
G. Nutt, Chief of the Federal Nar- 
cotic Division, and three of his 


agents led yesterday to the arraign- 
ment before United States Commis- 
sioner O’Neil of four defendants 
who were said to be the controlling 
spirits of a ring of dealers in habit- 
forming drugs with ramifications in 
many States. The four were Harry 
Stambush, alias ‘‘Pegleg Stambush;”’ 
James R. Graves, Philip Cordavano 
and Michael Ross. Each was held 
in $4,000 bail for a hearing Sept. 4. 

Knowledge that there was a steady 
flow of drugs in many sections of 
the country started the Federal in- 
quiry, which began several months 
ago in the South. The trail lead the 
agents to Atlanta, Ga.; to Baltimore, 

d., and then to this city. The trail 
of Stambush and Graves was first 
crossed in Baltimore: The agents 
became so friendly with the two 
suspects that they ventured to ask 
where heroin and morphine could be 
bought. 

At first the suspects were shy. 
Later, Colonel Nutt said, agents met 
Cordovano and Ross at 106th Street 
and Third Avenue here and then 
came dickering for the purchase of 
fifty-five ounces of what was de- 





scribed as ‘‘dope.” The drugs were 
to be delivered: for $571. Cordovano 
was to deliver the drugs in a con- 
tainer at the Times Square Hotel 
Tuesday afternoon, 

The d were delivered. The 
money a for them was in marked 
bills, he seuss said they were 
eager to obtain some more of the 
drugs, about 600:ounces, and it was 
arranged that this new supply 
should -eost $20 an ounce. 

Stambush is a cripple and uses a 
cane and crutch. e lives in Balti- 
more, where he has a wife and three 
children. Graves also lives in Balti- 
more. Ross lives in Harlem and 
Cordovano in the Bronx. 

Stambush, while awaiting arraign- 
ment by Irving Spieler, Federal 
Prosecutor, became very much ex- 
cited and had to be restrained. Mr. 
Spieler said that before Stambush 
was brought to the Federal Building 
he became ill and was taken to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, where he re- 
ceived treatment as a drug addict.

And Round-the-World Flier Covered

’ Lieutenant Leigh Wade, former

. “There are not many commercial 
lines yet, of course, as South 
America is now in the same situation 
that we were a few years ago. It is 
hard to get financial backing. But 
many rich men are buying planes 
and learning to fly them themselves. 
Nt is my belief that there will soon 


be a great demand for the airplane 
in South America.” . 
‘Lieutenant. Wade said that there 
were a great many good fliers in 
South America and some good land- 
ing fields. ; 

P “On the east coast, for example, 


“ \from Santos north, there are excel- 


Jent landing fields,’’ he said, ‘‘but in 
Argentina there are hardly -any. 
However, the country is so flat that 
can land almost anywhere. On 
e west coast the landing fields are 
fairly good, considering the difficul- 
ties of the coastline.”’ 
_ His views were -confirmed in the 
report made by ‘Lieutenant Doolittle. 
“There is a great deal of competi- 
tion,’’ he said, ‘‘especially from the 
French, Germans, English and 
Americans, with the Italians furnish- 
ing a little. Aviation is very popular 
and most South Americans are inter- 
ested in it.

COSTES IS DELIGHTED 
~~ BY FUEL TEST RESULT 


Calcalates That His Breguet Will 
Haive Flying Radias of 4,800 
Miles in Ocean Flight.

PARIS, Aug. 15.—Captain Dieu- 
donné Costes was delighted when 
final calculations were made this 
morning of the amount: of gasoline 
used during the test flight of his 
transatlantic Breguet biplane yester- 
day.

SAYS LATIN AMERICA 
FEARS STEAMROLLER 


Dr. Latane Doubts Success of 
Washington Arbitration Con- 
ference in December. 


COSTS OF VOTING SCORED 


New York Spends More In City 
Elections Than All Germany, Says 
Virginia Institute Critic. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Aug. 
15.—Opposjng views as to the suc- 
cessful outcome of the International 
Arbitration Conference to be held in 
Washington in December were ex- 
pressed at the Virginia Institute of 
Public Affairs today. The general 
oe of discussion was Pan-Ameri- 
canism and the Havana Conference. 

The “great personal victory’’ won 
by Charles Evans Hughes, Chairman 
of the American delegation at the 
sixth Conference of American States 
was due, according to Dr. John H. 
Latane, to his adroit use of the 
familiar principle ‘‘divide and rule.’’ 
This, and the record of the Santiago 
Conference of 1923 at which the 
Chairman, Henry P. Fletcher, merely 
carried out the orders of Mr. Hughes, 
then Secretary of State, were de- 
scribed by Dr. Latane as providing a 
basis for fear that the same ‘‘steam 
roller’? tactics might prevail at Wash- 
ington in December. 

This pessimistic view was shared 
by Dr. V. A. Belaunde, former Min- 
ister of Peru to Uruguay, now profes- 
sor of Latin-American history at the 
University of Miami. 

The ‘tremendous’ criticism to 
which our Latin American policy has 
been subjected was resented by Ros- 
coe R. Hill, former High Commis- 
sioner in Nicaragua. Mr. Hill upheld 
the view expressed by Mr. Hughes in 
his official report on the Havana 
Conference as to the ‘“‘illusion’’ of so 
many of the people in the United 
States as to the homogeneous nature 
of Latin America and their failure 
to realize that the rivalry there is 
just as much a bar to the develo 
ment of true Pan Americanism as is 
the feeling of distrust between those 
nations and the United States. 

Mr. Hill added, ‘“‘I only wish well 
for the Pan Hispanic movement to 
develop cultural relations between 
Spain and her spiritual neighbors.”’ 

Professor J. I. Cox of Northwestern 
University described the outlook for 
the December arbitration conference 
as one of ‘“‘hopefulness.’’ 

That at least an important element 
of the Latin-American countries be- 
lieves that the Havana conference 
has a record of achievement was evi- 
dent from the report made by Mrs. 
Muna Lee de Munoz Marin, who de- 
scribed the women’s plea for equal 
rights among all the women of the 
Americas, and the creation of 
the Inter-American Commission of 
Women. 

The extension of commercial arbi- 
tration to international as well as 
national commercial disputes, and 
the resultant commercial peace, 
would have a powerful effect on the 
faithful and sincere adherence to 
the treaties for the outlawry of war 
negotiated by Secretary me ac- 
cording to Judge John R. avies 
of New York, who spoke hee to- 
night on ‘‘Commercial Arbitration.’’ 

In advocating the abandonment of 
jury trial for civil actions, Judge 
Davies declared that after his twen 
years’ experience in the Municipal 
Court of New York he was con- 
vinced that ‘‘such trials, with the 
subsequent laws delay and traffic 
ee of the civil court jury cal- 
endars in every one of our American 
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The apathy of the American voter 
was cited by Willis J. Abbott, editor 
of The Christian Science Monitor, 
as “a fact which is furn the 
Fascist régime of Dictator Musso- 
lini with one of its weightiest argu- 
ee against. democratic govern- 
ment,” . ‘ . 

*“‘New York City alone spends more 
money providing for its city elections 
than does the whole German Repub- 
lie in electing the entire Reichstag, 
and age spends more electing i 
offictals than does all of Britain in 
electing an entire House of Com- 
mons,’’ Dr, James K. Pollock of the 
University of Michigan declared in 
a plea for more respons and 
economy in government. ‘In the 
field of election administration,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘we have one of the best in- 
stances of how and why the Ameri- 
can citizen is burdened with uncon- 
scionable costs and handicapped by 
colossal inefficiency.

RABBIS GEMS SEIZED

S. I. Horowitz, Held With $9,000 
Jewelry, Says He Was Asked 
to Bring $100,000 Worth. 





Sender Isak Horowitz, a rabbi and 
an imported with an office at 207 
East Broadway, was held in $2,000 
bail by United States Commissioner 
O’Neil yesterday to answer a charge 
of attempting to smuggie into this 
country jewelery valued at $9,000. 
Horowitz returned on Tuesday on 
the French liner Ile de France as a 
third-class passenger.

His daughter, 
who was with him, was wearing a 
valuable brooch, which her father 
said was a gift of her mother, but 
which, it was alleged, showed no 
signs of wear. The girl was not ac- 
cused. 

Horowitz, it is alleged, explained 
that while he was in Vienna a jewel- 
er suggested that he carry to this 
country jewelry worth $100,000, tak- 
ing $10,000 to $15,000 worth on the 
first trip and the remainder if the 
trip was successful. He was to get 
$1,000 for the first trip. Govern- 
ment officials said they believe Horo- 
witz is a carrier of smuggled goods.

Stimson Passed on to State De- 
partment Rebel’s Message An- 
nouncing Intention to Quit.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—A letter 
of May 9, 1927, from Sandino, the 
Nicaraguan rebel, to General Mon- 
cada, signifying his intention to quit 
the struggle with the Nicaraguan 
Government, came into the posses- 
sion of the State Department 
through General Stimson, according 
to W. R. Castle Jr., Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, in a letter today to 
Benjamin C. Marsh, Executive Sec- 
retary of the People’s Lobby.

Mr. Marsh had written to the ef- 
fect that he had received informa- 
tion indicating the communication 
to be a forgery. He had asked also 
about a report by. Dr. W. W. Cum- 
berland on economic conditions in 
Nicara and with regard to the 
presence of American marines 
there. 

Mr. Castle replied, in part: 

“The letter written by Sandino 
to General Moncada on May 9, 1927, 
was handed to the department by 
General Stimson, who had received 
it directly from General Moncada. 
The department is unable to enter 
into any discussions with regard to 
the authenticity of the document, 
or with regard to the various other 
hypothetical questions which you 
raise in your letter. The source

CHINA’S CHANGES . TRACED 


Western Ways of Life Largely 
Upset Old Traditions, Prof. 
McKensie Declares. 


* FARM COOPERATION URGED 


Professor Fay Advocates Canadian 


Wheat Pools as Basis of 
United States Reforms.

WILLIAMSTOWN, -Mass., Aug. 15. 
—Dr. Graham Wallas, the — gray- 
haired, slightly stooping, scholarly 


English “philosopher in. politics,” 
_. speaking before his round table at 


the Williamstown conference today, 


defended the “thighbrow’’ in politics. 


The influence of the ‘“‘highbrow’”’ 
was brought into the general discus- 
sion of how politics could be ‘‘ration- 


_ alized,’’ or made more. scientific, by 


Professor William. H. Doughty of 
Williams College. Professor Doughty 
said that a great stumbling block to 
reform was the suspicion which the 
ordinary voter holds toward the ex- 
pert. hs , 
Graham Aldis of Chicago added 
that this was proved by the voters 
of New York and Chicago, who at 
their first chance turned out of office 
the ‘‘intellectuals and experts’’ in the 
Administration of the late Mayor 
Mitchel and former Mayor Dever. 
Professor Wallas objected to a 
blanket indictment of ‘‘highbrows.”’ 
He said that the experiences of New 
York and Chicago could not. be ap- 
plied to all cities and countries. Ad- 
mitting that all experts are not con- 
structive thinkers, he cited Germany 
and Sweden as examples of success- 
ful expert participation in govern- 
ment. 
The “‘localization’’ of candidates in 
the United States was a drawback to 
ood government, Dr. Wallas 
hought. He preferred the English 
system, whereby a specially able po- 
litical leader may represent in Par- 


liament a district in which he does 
not reside. 


Advocates the Short Ballot. 


Another reform he advocated was 
one that Governor Smith has 
already put into practice in New 
York State, the short ballot, avoid- 
ing a large number of names: un- 
known to the voters. He also urged 
fewer and more important elections. 

Dr. Wallas contrasted what he 
called the haphazard American meth- 
ods of writing party platforms 
with the English system of ‘‘inten- 
sive’? conference and discussion by 
party leaders. He said that party 
leaders are not trained in the science 
of government and that their plat- 
forms are designed solely to ‘‘get out 
the vote.’’ 

Bishop Robert Paddock, retired, 
former Protestant Episcopal Bishop 
of Eastern Oregon, said he thought 
the Socialist Party had applied in- 
tellectual processes to public affairs 
more closely than the other Ameri- 
can parties, and as an example cited 
Norman Thomas, now Socialist 
candidate for President, ‘“‘as a 
gentleman of high intellectual attain- 
ments.”’ 

Dr. Wallas also cited Lenin and 
Trotsky. Although they were at first 
‘‘despised’’ abroad, he went on, they 
had shown how a small group of 
thinkers was able to effect great con- 
structive policies by ‘‘intensification 
of thought.’’ 

Former Mayor Hylan of New York, 
who was bitterly opposed to ‘‘ex- 
perts’”” during hsi Administration, 
came in for criticism from Dr. 
Wallas. Telling of a visit to City 
Hall nine years ago, when Mr. Hylan 
was presiding over a meeting of the 
Board of Estimate, he said: 

‘“‘Mayor Hylan and the board did 
not seem conspicuous for far-sighted 
leadership, ingenuity and daring. As 
I looked I thought that a great in- 
dustrial executive might have much 
to teach the Municipal :Government 
if he shared their work.”’ 

He favored t’.e commission form 
of Municipal Government and quoted 
sections of Secreta Hoover’s ac- 
ceptance speech with approval as 
showing what he regarded as ‘‘in- 
tense constructive thought’? to gov- 
ernmental problems. 


Western Influences in China. 


At the Institute of Politics round 
table on Pacific questions Professor 
Robert D. McKenzie of the Univer- 
sity of Washington advanced the 
theory that.the’ real cause of the 
conflict ‘in ‘China during the © past 
few years has‘been the. invasion of 
Western technical civilization.. He 
said disdrder was. inevitable when a 
revolutionary force like the machine 
age broke into) a: nation with a so- 
cial and. economic order based upon 
centuries of ‘hand labor and family 
government. 

The American moving picture, he 
added, had shown the Chinese forms 


of behavior radically different from. 


their traditions and helpsd ‘to under- 
mine the old customs in regard to 
the family and the relation of the 
sexes. f 

Professor McKenzie said that. the 
“chauffeur or active’’ type, which 
Count Keyserling‘ says is a new type 
of individual produced by modern 
technical culture, has begun, to. de- 
velop among the young Chinese and 
is proddcing a new order of’ life as 
an exponent. of progress instead of 
worship of the past. ' 

C. Walter Young, Professor of Far 
Eastern History at George Washing- 
ton University, disagreei with Pro- 
fessor McKenzie’s belief that China 
will change swiftly under these’ ir- 
fluences. f / 

Professor Young thought .changes 
could occur only in terms ‘of cen- 
turies. Obstacles to rapid transfor- 
mation, he argued, were the old 
burial customs, varying social cus- 
toms in the different provinces, the 
small size of land holdings andthe 
general insecurity of life and prop- 
erty. He -out that: less-than 
1 per cent. of the Chinese are em- 
ployer. is modern factories, and less 
han one-half of 1 per cent. belong 
to trade unions. cote) 

Dr. O, E. Baker of the Federal 
Department of Agriculture replied 
that the re of economic forces 
would ov 


Professor McKenzie added that in- 
creasing mobility, which will come 
from the extension of modern trans- 


sah apn and communications, will 
eak down the old raditions. 


Argue for Farm Cooperatives. 


Professor Charles R. Fay of the 
.University of Toronto, at his general 
conference -on agriculture, asserted 
that cooperative marketing was the 
“key to the solution of the farm 
problem.”’ 

He advocated the Canadian wheat 
pool, as a basis for reform in this 
country. Aside from its obvious ,ben- 
efits in giving the farmer expert 
sales ability in disposing of his crop 
and increasing his economic power 
in the community, Professor Fay 
went on, the wheat pool had 
“revolutionized the morale .of. the 
farming community.’’ 

“Life in agricultural communities 
has been corroded by a feeling that 

ower, profit and novelty were to 

e found only in the town,” he ex- 

lained. ‘‘Now the farmer is’ no 
onger compelled to look upon him- 
self as a ‘dirt farmer’ kept in 
humor by sops of city-bred relief. 
He. has -the self-respect and con- 
fidence that go with the knowledge 
that he has built up one of the great 
marketing .organizations .in the 
world.” 

Chris L. Christensen, Chief of 'the 
Division of Cooperative Marketing 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
said that his‘ division had made a 
thorough study of the Canadian 
wheat pool, and had distributed its 
report widely among western farm- 
ers, pointing out the advantages of 
the pool. He added there were 12,500 
cooperative associations in the Unit- 
ed States today. i 

Mr. Christensen said that many 
farmers of the old school were un- 
willing to accept the cooperative 
idea, and that the greatest hope for 
progress along these lines was in ed- 
ucating the younger generation on 
the farms. 


Investments in Caribbean. 
_At the Latin American round table 
Professor Harry T. Collings of the 
University of Pennsylvania declared 


that the interest of the United States 
in Central America was solely eco- 
nomic, except in the cases of Panama 
and Nicaragua, where canal rights 
and national defense were involved. 
American investments would have 
been made in the Caribbean, he 
added, as a natural business develop- 
—? without regard to world poli- 
cs. 

Professor E. M. Borchard of Yale, 
a .specialist in international law, 
speaking at his round table, raised 
the question whether the principle of 
international law that. all the people 
of a nation were injured when one of 
its citizens abroad was injured, was 
not out of date . 

“It may be difficult for some to 
see,”” he went on, ‘‘that all our 
people are injured when Mexico un- 
duly impairs the property rights of 
the Lee ae A Oil Company, but it is 
theoretical so under international 
law, and if the official negotiations 
are not carefully conducted, Ameri- 
cans may have to pay the price in 
lives or money.’’ 

Professor Borchard said the Calve 
clause whereby Latin American coun- 
tries try to compel aliens to subject 
themselves to local law and waive 
their rights to diplomatic. protection 
had a moral: and political justifica- 
tion, when it did not deny justice 
because of corruption or gross abuse 
in local judicial or remedial proc- 
esses.

Japanese Reiterate Stand. 


TOKIO, Aug: 15 (®).—Although the 
government has not received Nan- 
king’s second note’ on the 1896 
treaty, Japanese authorities today 
reiterated their refusal to listen to 
any Chinese proposals for revision 
until the Nationalists have acknowl- 
edged: the validity of the existing 
pact. 

Speaking at a cabinet meeting to- 
day, Premier Tanaka announced for- 
mally his decision to abandon his 
contemplated plan of issuing a state- 
men reviewing the entire China pol- 
icy of the government. The Premier 
said. that owing to postponement of 
the ‘proposed union of Manchuria 
with Nanking, peace was assured for 
the present in the northern depend- 
ency. Therefore, he considered that 
the statement was-no longer neces- 
sary at this time. 


MANCHURIA IS FEAR-RIDDEN. 


British Writer Says It Expects Ja= 
panese Annexation Attempt.

PEKING, Aug. 14.—All Chinese in 








Manchuria are convinced that Japan 
will find a pretoxt for annexation and 
they live in mortal fear of precipitat- 
ing a crisis, according to Bertram 
Lenox Simpson, who as ‘Putnam 
Weale,’’ is known as a writer on 
Chinese affairs. 

Mr. Simpson, who for years was a 
paid adviser to the Northern régime, 
and has just returned from Mukden, 
declares that Chang Hsuch-liang, son 
of Chang Tso-lin, is a man broken 
in nerves and spirit and may never 
recover. The strain of getting his 
armies north of the Great Wall, his 
father’s death, and gnawing anxiety 
lest he provoke Japan, have under- 
mined his spirit, Mr. Simpson says. 

The writer reports that Chang Tso- 
lin’s ghost, like that of Hamlet’s 
father, walks Manchuria crying for 
justice but that the Chinese dare to 
make no move although they are 
convinced that the fatal bomb that 
wrecked Chang T'so-lin‘s train was 
planted by the Japanese Soshi, a 
fanatical patriotic society with of- 
ficial connivance. An eventual of- 
ficial investigation of the scandal is 
prophesied, similar to that of thirty 
years ago when the Queen of Korea 
was murdered, allegedly under the 
direction of Minister Miura. 

Mr. Simpson visions no end of the 
civil war in prospect and expects a 
clash between Feng Yu-hsiang and 
Mukden. 


Last week fifty day’s rations were 
issued to 90,000 Fengien soldiers 
holding a forty-mile trench system 
from the southwestern curve of the 
Great Wall to the sea and linked to 
Jehol. This position, aided by 60,000 
Chihli Shantung forces, is intact. 
Feng’s men are massing at a bridge- 
head twenty miles from Tientsin 
while the Northerners are still only 
eight miles from Taku at the river’s 
mouth. 








AMERICA ENLARGES 
GENEVA CONSULATE 


Experts Are Added to Reorgan- 
ized Staff as Observers of 
League Activities. 


GENEVA, Aug. 15 (#).—American 
cooperation in non political affairs 
handled by the League of Nations 


has increased to the point where an 
enlarged and reorganized staff has 
been named for the American con- 
sulate in Geneva. 

The present Consul, S.. Pinckney 
Tuck, has been nromoted to be first 
Secretary of the Embassy at Con- 
stantinople. ‘With his departure the 
consulate will be placed under the 
general direction of Eldridge Rand 
of Los Angeles, whose chief duty, 
however, will be the observing and 
reporting of the general activities of 
the League. In this Mr. Rand will 
be assisted by Curtis °T. Everett of 
Nashville, Tenn., formerly Consul at 
Bombay, India. He has just arrived 
at Geneva and has been officially as- 
signed to study the economic condi- 
tions treated by the League. 

Stanley Woodward of Philadelphia, 
already here as Vice Consul, will con- 
tinue to 7, special attention to the 
League fight against the traffic in 
opium and other narcotics. He will 
also lend a hand in the regular con- 
sular work, which will be under the 
immediate direction as consul of Gil- 
son G. Blake of. Saltimore. 

To this staff would be added Asher 
Hobson, who was American member 
of the International Institute of Agri- 
culture at Rome, but who came to 
Geneva When the United 'States de- 
cided to adopt a passive attitude to- 
ward the Roman institution. Plans 
are now formulating to link the agri- 
cultural institute with the League in 
the hope that it can be developed 
along lines more acceptable to sey- 
eral other Governments besides the 
United States. 


OFFICER SUED ON EXTRA PAY 


Capt. A. S. Dillon Paid Twice, the 
War Department Contends. 


Assistant United States’ Attorney 
Howard H. Ameli filed suit in the 
Brooklyn Federal Court yesterday to 
recover on behalf of the War De- 
partment $195.83 alleged to have been 
paid in excess salary in October, 
1918, to Asahel S, Dillon of ‘‘The 
Punch Bowl,’’ Kings Park, L. I., who 
was serving as a captain with the 
62d Field Artillery Brigade overseas 
at the time. 

Two paymasters each sent Captain 
Dillon a check for his pay for that 
month, according to Mr. Ameli, and 
the mistake was not discovered by 
the War Department until two weeks 
ago. 

Captain Dillon served in France 
during the war with 112th Trench 
Mortor Battery. In 1921 he married 
Miss Estelle. Dixon Greenwald, a 
great -. granddaughter of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt De Forest, whom he had 
‘met in France while she was driving 
an ambulance.

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VIGILANTES WIN WAR 
IN DIAMOND FIELD 


10,000 in Brazil Drive Out 
2,000 Workers Who Rebelied 
at Counterfeit Pay. 


FOUGHT IN THE JUNGLES 


Guerilla Battles, Marked by Mas- 
sacres and Burning of Homes, Are 
Likened to Old “Wild West.”’ 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Aug. 15 
(®).—Ten thousand vigilantes under 
José Morbeck, who is nicknamed 
“the Cecil Rhodes of South Amer- 
ica,’’ have ended two months of guer- 
rilla warfare in Matto Grosso by 
driving 2,000 disgruntled native dia- 
mond prospectors across the border 
of the State of Guyaz. Reports of 
the trouble reaching here tell of 
fights in the jungle and uplands of 
the rich diamond fields, of night 
forays, the burning of.towns and the 
wiping out of inhabitants of several 
communities. 

The ‘trouble started -when natives 
found they had been paid in counter- 
feit money for weeks of prospecting 
work in the stifling hot jungles. The 
use of fake money had become a 
common practice among the §irre- 
sponsible foreign adventurers who in- 
fest the region, and finally the na- 
tives decided to wipe out the pros- 
pectors. 

A period of lawlessness followed, 
rivaling the days of old-time. Ameri- 
can Indian warfare. 
burning of scattered homes and 
hamlets and massacre of the inhabi- 
tants. Individual prospectors were 
ambushed and robbery and plain 
murder were common. 

The Governor of Matto Grosso 
tried to control the situation with 
State troops, but gave up the at- 
tempt after several disastrous en- 
gagements. 

Then Morbeck, ‘‘uncrowned king”’’ 
of the district, called on his own ad- 


herents. -Ten thousand rallied to him, 
while the malcontents centred their 
cause under the command of a chief 
known as ‘‘Carvalhinho,’’ the Portu- 
guese name for the sturdy water oak. 
Morbeck’s force was too overwhelm- 
ing and the 2,000 natives were driven 
into the State of Guyaz. There they 
were given asylum and the right to 
work in. the diamond fields of that 
State, after the Governor had dis- 
armed them and exacted promises of 
peaceful conduct. 

The diamond fields of the two 
States’ have been the scenes of 
‘‘Wild West’? happenings since 1918, 
when a German prospector found the 
first gems in the Araguaya River 
region. Adventurers of every stripe 
poured into the fields from all parts 
of the globe.

FEARS PILSUDSKI AIMS 
AT POLISH FEDERATION 


Lithaantan President Declares 
Frontiers Are. Not Fixed—He 
Urges German Cooperation.

BERLIN, Aug. 15.—“The moment 
the Poles occupy Lithuania the same 
fate will threaten Eastern Prussia,’’ 
President Voldemaras of Lithuania 
said today in an interview granted 

to a representative of Der Tag. 
“As things stand self-interest com- 
pels Lithuania and Germany to seek 
a close political collaboration,’’ the 
President continued. ‘‘There are no 
| difficulties so far as economic team- 
work is concerned, because the two 
countries supplement each other. 
These facts remain, no matter what 
one may think of them. One look 


at the map shows. that Poland’s 
frontiers are not vet definitely fixed. 
The political af lem remains, and 
the question is not solved by the 
Polish system of creating corridors, 
but is made more difficult thereby. 

“The West Prussian and Vilna 
corridors must either disappear or 
be enlarged. Through the creation 
of corridors Poland hoped to be en- 
abled to take possession of additional 
territories. It is known that Marshal 
Pilsudski wants a greater Poland. 
This was the reason for his march 
against Kieff in 1920. His plan now 
is to change Poland’s Constitution 
on a federalistic basis, to bring about 
expansion. The problem today is 
whether a greater or smaller Poland 
will be evolved. Things cannot re- 
main as they are.’’ 

Questioned whether Poland was 
likely to demand a free hand against 
Lithuania from the League of Na- 
tions, President Voldemaras said: 

“This is not to be expected, be- 
cause a Polish-Lithuanian war could 
not. be localized.’’ 

In conclusion the Lithuanian Pres- 
ident remarked that Poland would 
not be able to build up a federal 
state because the neighboring coun- 
tries were not willing to join, and 
the present population of Poland 
is already 50 per cent. foreign. 


ANDREWS BACK IN PEKING. 


American Explorer Makes Impor- 
tant Discoveries in Mongolia.

Serri Seeks Chief Justice to Ask 
Action on Charge Against 
Federal Judge. 


NEGRO PROTEST MEETING 


Brooklyn Organization to Send 


Supplementary Letter Opposing 
Court’s Attitude.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—United 
States Supreme Court attachés de- 
clared today that the complaint 
lodged by F. R. Serri, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., attorney, against the conduct of 
District Judge W. H. Atwell of Dal- 
las, Texas, sitting temporarily in a 
Brooklyn Federal Court, ‘has been 
forwarded to Chief Justice Taft at 
his Summer home in Murray Bay, 
Quebec. 

Judge Atwell, known for the 
severity of the sentences he has im- 
posed upon first offenders against 
the Volstead Act, climaxed his sev- 
vice as a vacation judge in Brook- 
lyn Saturday by openly rebuking Mr. 
Serri for vigorously defending an al- 
leged bootlegger and went so far as 
to advise Serri’s client, a white 
woman, to move because ‘‘white 


folk and colored folk cannot live to- 
gether.’’ 


Mr. Serri incurred the judicial dis- 
pleasure when he assailed the 
veracity of d agents .who. ar- 
rested his client, and smarting un- 
der the jurist’s denunciation. pro- 
tested to Chief Justice Taft. Attor- 
ney General Sargent and the Brook- 
5 a Bar Association stated that 

udge Atwell’s action warranted not 
only ‘‘the severest reprimand” but 
also an inquiry into ‘this fitness to sit 
on the bench anywhere in America.’’ 

The lawyer sought to reach Justice 
Taft over the long distance telephone 
today and when advised that the lat- 
ter was at his Canadian Summer 
home, indicated he meant to tele- 
graph there in order to press his 
demand for prompt action against 
Judge Atwell. 

It is highly improbable, according 
to Charles E. Cropley, clerk of the 
United States Supreme Court, that 
either Chief Justice Taft or the At- 
torney General will attempt to inter- 
fere in the controversy on the ground 
that sole authority to terminate 
Judge Atwell’s service as a tem- 
porary judge in the Brooklyn district, 
rests with Circuit Judge Learned 
Hand, senior judge of the circuit, 
who drafted him. ; 

A meeting protesting the action of 
Federal Judge William H. Atwell of 
Texas, sitting in Brooklyn, for criti- 
cizing an attorney during court 
was held last night under the 
auspices of the Borough Civic As- 
sociation, a negro organization, at 
the association headquarters, 1,653 
Fulton Street, Brooklyn. 

George E. Wibecan Jr., Secretary 
of the association, was instructed to 
send to Mr. Serri a letter commend- 
ing him for his protest to Chief Jus- 
tice Taft against Judge Atweil, and 
to draft a supplementary letter to 
the Chief Justice. 

Brooklyn Lodge, No. 32, I. B. P.O. 
Elks, an organization composed of 
1,800 negroes, voted lastnight to 
send a letter of protest against Judge 
Atwell’s action to President Coolidge. 
at their regular meeting, held at 
1,658 Fulton Street, Brooklyn. It 
also voted to send letters of objec- 
tions to the ‘‘Judge’s attiude’’ to the 
chairman f both the Republican and 
Democratic National Committees.

35,591 Citizens Enlisted 
For Training This Year 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—A 
total enrolment of 35,591 men in 
the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps this Summer compared 
with 39,278 in 1927 was reported 
by the War Department today— 
the greatest for any Summer ex- 
cept last year. The total applica- 
tions were 57,868, exceeding those 
of any other year.

Western Roads Official Says 
Unions Refased to Accept 
Arbitration Offer.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—While the 70,- 
000 or more trainmen and conduc- 
ters of the eighty Western railroads 
today were voting on the question 
of authorizing their leaders to call 
a strike, J. W. Higgins, Chairman of 
the Employers’ Committee, issued a 
statement giving the railroads’ side 
of the controversy.

HONORED AT SEVENTY 


Mother of Dr. Hainisch Rejoices. 
at His Achievements— 
Socialists Praise’ Him.

VIENNA, Aug. 15.—Dr. Michael 
Hainisch;. President of the Republic 
of Austria, today had @ nove] and 
pleasant experience which rarely if 
ever fell to any man to have. This 
date marked the seventieth anniver- 
sary of his birth. Added to this, and 
the fact that he occupies the highest 
position in his nation, he still has 
the privilege of having with him. his 
mother, who is proud of his achieve- 
menis, 


In celebration of the fact that he 


had reached three score and ten and 
was still in the best of health, he 
did just what those who know him 
best expected him to do. He spent 
the day quietly on his farm at Eich- 
berg, a short distance from Vienna, 
with relatives and a few intimate 
friends, and received a number of 
distinguished personages who jour- 
neyed there to congratulate him. 

So far as is known, no one has ever 
asked him for his recipe on how to 
grow old with the dignity and charm 
that he has done. Itiscommon knowl- 
edge, however, that he is a total ab- 
stainer, and his fondness for farm 
life ig revealed in every speech he 
delivers. He also goes bareheaded, 
often even in Winter. On one occa- 
sion he was seen walking bareheaded 
from the Parliament Building to 
his offices’an eighth of a mile away 
during a snowstorm, 

During the course of today letters 
and telegrams which together make 
a small pyramid reached him. News- 
papers of ‘surrounding countries as 
well as in Austria devoted a number 
of columns of historical and eulogis- 
tic accounts of his life. They pointed 
out that he is the nearest to what 
might be called a’ real Austrian. to 
any ever born.

Scientists in America, where the 
Parent Church has branches. 

Mrs. Bill ciaims that Mrs. Eddy 
gave. perriission in her manual to 
members to seek the aid of a quali- 
fied doctor. One of the new by-laws 
quotes from the manual as follows: 
“Tf a member of this church has 
a patient whom he does not heal, 
and whose case he cannot fully diag- 
nose, he may consult with an M. D, 
on the anatomy involved. And it 
ghau be the privilege of a Christian 

cientist to confer with an M. D. on 
ontology or the science of being.’’ 

Another new by-law says that a 
member of the parent church ‘‘shall 
not study anatomy, medicine or sur- 
gery; neither shall he meddle in any 
way in medical or surgical practice. 
But he shail leave such practice en- 
tirely in the hands of those duly 
qualified and legally authorized 
therefor.’’ 

The decision of the Parent Church 
has been represented as a revolution 
in the practice of Christian Science, 
but this idea was repudiated today 
by Charles W. J. Tennant, district 
manager of the original Church of 
se Scientists in London. He 
said: 

_‘‘Mrs. Bill is not a member of the 
Church of Christian Scientist, estab- 
lished by Mary Baker Eddy, and she 
has no connection with the Christian 
Science movement. No prominent 
American Christian Scientist couid 
approve Mrs. Bill’s pronouncements 
for the reason that they are contrary 
to the teachings of Mrs. Eddy.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—In 1871 Chi- 
cago was swept by fire and putting 
it out was quite a feat. About nine 
years ago a cyclone blew through 
the Windy City and there was joy 
and relief when it subsided. But it 
is doubtful if the City of Chicago 
felt as much satisfaction or as great 
relief on either occasion as when 
the Cubs stopped the Giants this 
afternoon as’ the Cards won, the 
Giants lost a full game in the race 
and are now three and a half games 
behind. 

The Nomadic New Yorkers had 
won five games in a row and sixteen 
out of their last twenty when they 
faced the Cubs today. They were 
moving so fast that they were ex- 
pecting a warrant any minute for 
exceeding the speed limit. They even 
had this contest won three times, 
and then in the last of the ninth the 
Cubs came from bshind like a thief 
in the night and the triumph turned 
into tragedy. 

When that final inning started the 
score was tied, 3-3. When the first 
half of it was over the Giants were 
leading by two runs, but when the 
last half was completed the Cubs 
were out in front for the first but 
most Important time and the con- 
cluding figures were 6 to 5. 

Melvin Ott did all he could to 
make it six straight for the Giants. 
He drove in a couple of runs with a 
single in the first inning and, after 
the Cubs had tied the count, put the 
New Yorks ahead again with a 
home run in the fifth. 


McMillan Matches Ott. 


But every step Ottie took was 
matched by Norman McMillan, a 
former Yankee, substituting at third 
for the Cubs. After Ott’s homer, 
Norman hit one in the seventh and 
that tied the score for the second 
time. In the ninth he singled with 
men on second and third, knotting 
the count once more. Freddy Ma- 
guire did the rest. 

When the Giants took their final 
turn at bat Guy Bush was pitching 
in a most pleasant manner, if viewed 
from the Chicago angle. He struck 
out the first man who faced him, 
but Welsh and O’Doul singled and 
Percy Lee Jones was injected to 
face Ott. 

But Ott had done his work for the 
day and Les Mann stepped up in- 
stead. Mann was just as good, 
though. He singled to centre and 
drove Welsh home, whereupon 
Sheriff ‘Blake appeared in the box. 
Lindstrom singled to left and sent 
O’Doul home, giving the Giants a 
two-run lead, 5-3, which at the time 
seemed one more than necessary. It 
wasn’t even enough. 


Genewich Weakens in Ninth. 


Two runs behind, the Cubs came 
up for their final fling against Joe 
Genewich, who had allowed only six 
hits up to that point. Stephenson 
immediately made it seven with a 
single and Grimm made it exciting 
by walking. Hartnett srcresrewe 
both runners a base and then Mc- 
Millan drove them home. 

That merely tied the score, though, 
and still undismayed, McGraw or- 
dered Faulkner to keep it that way. 
He couldn’t do it. Blake hit safely, 
sending McMillan to second, and a 
bad throw by Jackson put him on 
third. On Beck’s grounder, McMil- 
lan was retired at the plate for the 
second out, and there was still hope, 


Blake scored from second with the 
winning run. 


Artie Nehf received a live rattle- 
snake from friends in the Southwest 
this morning. It was accompanied 
by the suggestion that Artie turn it 
loose on the Cubs’ bench and put 
some life in the team, 


Ray Schalk, former manager of the 
White Sox, was at large in the park. 
Ray is running a bowling alley and 
says he doesn’t expect to form any 
new baseball connections until next 
Spring. It wouldn’t be surprising to 
see him in a Giant uniform.

Vance, Although Rescued by 
Peity in Eighth, Captures His 
Sixth in.

DAZZY STARS ON ATTACK 


Robbie Changes His Line-Up and 
Harris Responds With Homer 
and Brilliant Fielding.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 15.—Deeply in- 
censed: over something or other, the 
Robins gave the Pirates a terrific 
battle here this afternoon, and on 
the strength of a number of early 
knockdowns managed to. stagger 
through to the final bell with enough 
points in hand to win the decision.

This was slam bang battle from 
gong to gong, with the Robins run- 
pies 3 up 2 lead of 6 to 2 inside of five 
innings and knocking the left-handed 
Fred phe age out of the box in the 
fifth, only to see their own peerless 
flinger, azzy Vance, overcome with 
shortness of breath in the closing 
rounds and go down in a heap in the 
eighth when it became necessary for 
Jess Petty to come to his rescue. 


Vance Stars With Bat. 


However, the collapse of the daz- 
zler was excusable as in the early 
frames he had performed heroic 
deeds not so much with his famed 


right arm but with his bat. Deter- 
mined to win this game at any cost, 
Vance had blazed away with a single 
and two doubles on his first three 
times up and had helped materially 
in piling up the éarly Robin lead. 

But though his dignity was ruffled 
somewhat by the fact that he had to 
be removed in the middle of an in- 
ning, Vance nevertheless had the 
satisfaction of seeing his co-star 
Petty preserve a one-run margin to 
the end. Vance was thus enabled 
to record his sixth successive triumph 
and his tenth victory in his last 
eleven starts.

For second time in a month, 
the player-writer rule of the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association had 
barred William T. Tilden from play.

Hunter, lost their matches in sur- 
prising straight set fashion to two 
youngsters in the Eastern turf court 
championships at Rye, N. Y., yester- 
day, the Eastern Lawn Tennis. Asso- 
ciation announced through The Asso- 
ciated Press that Big Bill could not 
play in annual East-West matches 
tomorrow end Saturday at Forest 
Hills. 

With the statement of P. Schuyler 
Van Bloem, Vice President of the 
association and. a member of the 
committee in charge of organizing 
the Eastern team, that it would be 
“‘unsportsmanlike to. use a player 
against whom charges are pending,” 
the same situation arose that barred 
Tilden temporarily from the Davis 
Cup play with France. 

No Chance of Reversal. 


But unlike the situation. abroad, 
where the decision was reconsidered 
and Tilden was allowed to play pend- 
ing the outcome of his ‘‘trial’’ before 
the U. S. L. T. A. here on Aug. 24, 
there is no chance that the lanky 
Philadelphian. will get into the 
matches. The line-up of players and 
time schedule for the ten contests 
not only omitted Tilden’s name but 
that of Hunter as well. 

The New. Rochelle star, a elose 
friend of Tilden, and ranked second 
only to Big Bill in this country, had 
declared that he would not partici- 
pate unless Tilden did. Mr. Van 
Bloem said Hunter’s name was left 
off the list because he had not noti- 
fied the association of his intent io 
play and his committee was not in- 
formed officiaily, Mr. Van Blecem 
said, that Hunter would not play 
unless Tilden were a member of the 
team. : 

Tilden, accused of violatiing the 
amateur rule of the Unitei States 
Lawn Tennis Association, which ieg- 
islated against tennis players writ- 
ing news stories on tournaments, 
was removed from the Davis <‘up 
team in sensational fashion just be- 
fore the final matches of the chal- 
lenge round in Paris.

Johnny Risko lost on a foul to 
Roberto Roberti, Italian giant, in 
the sixth round of the ten-round fea- 
ture bout last night at Ebbets Field, 
where 25,000 fight fans turned out 
to see the first of the widely adver- 
tised eliminations to produce a suc- 
cessor to the retired Gene Tunney. 

As a consequence Risko’s position 
in the ranks of the foremost con- 
tenders for the vacated heavyweight 
title is somewhat obscure this morn- 
ing. By the same token Roberti, 
on the basis of the result, is ad- 

Jyanced to a position where he com- 


Mands attention, if not a certain 
amount of respect. But the heavy- 
weight situation as a whole is more 
complicated than ever it was. 
Risko’s disqualification came after 
1 minute and 39 seconds of the sixth 
round, when Referee Johnny Mc- 
fh Avoy waved the Clevelander to his 
corner in defeat as Roberti rolled 
and groaned on the ring floor, the 
victim of a left hook aimed at the 
body, but which was palpably low. 


Risko on Road to Victory. 


At the time the bout ended Risko, 
weighing 187 pounds against Rober- 
ti’s 221, and giving the stolid Ital- 
ian Pigeortions! advantages in 
height and reach, was well on the 
road to another impressive exhibi- 
tion of his ability as conqueror of 
ring giants. 

The Cleveland fighter was in front 
three rounds-to one, by pressing the 
attack and subjecting the slow-mov- 
ing, slow-thinking, cumbersome Ro- 
berti to a barrage of left hooks to the 
es and wild right swings to the 

ead and jaw. 

Risko had won the first, fourth 
and fifth rounds. Roberti gained the 
third, when he gave his best exhibi- 
tion of fighting ability, and in the 
second the Italian held his rival 
even, but it seemed inevitable that 
Roberti must go down in defeat, al- 
beit the Italian exhibited an improve- 
ment over anything he has hereto- 
fore shown in local rings. 

His own size, however, was prov- 
ing Roberti’s biggest handicap, for 
at times he seemed unable to get out 
of his own way, much less escape 
the rushes of the plunging Risko, or 
the latter’s roundhouse blows. As a 
battle it was ordinary, but at the 
same time it was savagely fought 
while it lasted. 


Risko Pronounced Favorite. 


Risko entered the ring the favorite 
in odds of as high as 8 to 1, although 
the general betting favored the 
Clevelander at odds of 6 to 1. 

At no stage of the bout, however, 
did Risko fight like the favorite the 
odds reflected. He was Roberti’s 
master as an all-around fighter be- 
cause he was faster, lighter and 
quicker afoot and with his hands, 
and he boasts an experience the 
Italian giant is only now in process 
of acquiring. 

But the tremendous size of Roberti 
at times proved a difficult problem 
for Risko, just as did the size of 
George Godfrey, the negro giant, in 
the recent battle in which Risko re- 
ceived a disputed decision. 

The effect of the result on the 
heavyweight situation cannot be fore- 
told. Certainly Roberti is not en- 
titled to a ranking in advance of 
Risko on this accidental victory. The 
er ge which laid him hors de com- 

at was an accidental blow, even 
though it was unquestionably foul, 
and at the time it was delivered the 
deliverer was in front on points and 
was gradually adding to his lead and 
cementing his claim to the decision. 

A return bout between the men 
would be the desirable way of set- 
tling the hazy question of supremacy 
which now involves Risko and Ro- 
berti. And a return battle, like last 
night, will jam the Brooklyn ball- 
yard. 


Left Hook Helps Risko. 


Risko’s greatest weapon of attack, 
aside from the lion-hearted offensive 
which is his greatest characteristic, 
was a long, looping left hook to the 

aw and head with which he cracked 

oberti innumerable times. His 
plunging style of attack, too, gave 
the Italian a problem of no mean 
proportions. 

Although he has not yet discarded 
the heaviness associated with his ac- 
tions because of his tremendous size, 
Roberti, nevertheless, showed a vast 
improvement over his previous rin 
form here. The Italian indicated tha’ 
he is fast acquiring the mastery of 
a left jab and the ability not only to 
protect himself but to fight at close 
quarters with savage little blows to 
the body. 

In the thir€ round Roberti exhibited 
startling marksmanship with a right 
cross to the jaw and he rocked his 
smaller rival] with this punch as 
Fisko rushed in to attack, 

When the bout ended, however, 
Risko was stronger, from a fighting 
standpoint, than his foe.

Crosses Line at Marblehead 
Well Ahead of Others in N. Y. Y. 
C. Fleet to Take Prize. 


BLACK SHEAR FIRST SLOOP 


Takes Astor Prize In This Division 
After Tedious Drifting Match 
Over 108 Miles.

MARBLEHEAD, Mass., Aug. 15.— 
Instead of ripping along the Atlantic 
Coast outside of Cape Cod, enjoying 
the thrill of a snorting breeze, the 
fleet making the New York Yacht 
Club cruise drifted in here at all 


hours from midnight to noon today 
after a tame and tedious race from 
Vineyard Haven. Most of the 108 
mile journey was sailed in a flat 
calm that left the waters as smooth 
as a see. me pond. 

Emerging from the darkness of 
Massachusetts Bay with her sails 
having been set since sunrise yes- 
terday, Harry Payne Whitney’s 
Vanitie crossed the finish line off 
Marblehead Rock at 10:47:45 last 
night. George Nichols guided the 
big schooner into a long lead on the 
rest of the fleet and won the Com- 
modore Astor Cup for schooners as 
well as the usual class trophy. 

Almost two hours later, Frank L. 
Crocker’s Black Shear, with John 8. 
Lawrence at the helm, followed in 
second position to win the Astor Cup 
for sloops. Seventeen minutes after- 
ward, E. Walter Clark’s Resolute ar- 
rived, only to discover that all of the 
day’s honors already had been gar- 
nered. Resolute has yet to win a 
prize on the cruise. 


Light Breeze at the Start. 


A light north-northwest breeze 
greeted the yachts at the starting 
line between Westchop and Eastchop, 
off Vineyard Haven, early yesterday 
morning. It gave promise of insur- 
ing a peor poeeeee around the 
Cape, but it held steady only for five 
hours. gy the five hours the 
fleet had the benefit of a fair tide, 
but then the troubles began. 

Toward noon the breeze petered out 
almost to nothing and a strong head 
tide through the Pollock: Ripslue 
Channel, northeast of Stone Horse 
Lightship, alone prevented progress, 
but gave no steerage way, causing 
all of the boats to drop anchor in 
order not to be cast into the general 
direction of Vineyard Haven. 

The crews of some of the boats 
spent the lagging time by swimming 
until a fluky southeaster relieved the 
situation. From Vineyard Haven the 
fleet headed for Hedge Fence, then 
to Cross Rip, Handkerchief and 
Stone Horse. It was east of Stone 
Horse that the breeze first flattened, 
but the fair tide held on a while 
longer. 

The larger boats had been able to 
round Monomoy Point, the southeast 
corner of the cape, by the time the 
calm arrived and avoided the strong 
tide at Pollock Slue. It was this 
probably more than anything else 
that enabled them to reach here so 
long before the smaller craft. The 
breeze held on, light though it was, 
until dawn this morning and then 
vanished again, leaving the stragglers 
to hunt the breeze all the way across 
Massachusetts Bay.

Swedish Star Throws Javelin 232 Feet 





STOCKHOLM, Aug. 15 ).—Ed | 
Hamm, world’s record holder and 
Olympic champion in the bgead 
jump, won the 100-meter dash today 


in a track meet between American 
and Swedish Olympic athletes. His 
time was 10.5 seconds. Three other 
Americans—Henry Cummings, Henry 
Russell and Roland Locke—were sec- 
ond, third and fourth, respectively. 

Emerson Spencer of Stanford Uni- 
versity won the 400-meter run for the 
Americans in 49.1 seconds, while the 
Yankee team also finished ahead in 
the 400-meter relay. 

Sten Pettersson of Sweden won the 
110-meter hurdles in 14.7 seconds, 
with Weems Baskin of the United 
States second. E. H. Lundquist of 
Sweden, Olympic champion, hurled 
the javelin the almost unbelievable 
distance of 71.01 meters, or 232 feet 
11 9-16 inches. When he won the 
Olympic title at Amsterdam his dis- 
tance was 218 feet 6% inches. 

Jules Ladoumegue of France 


turned in another remarkable per- 
formance by winning the 1,500-meter 
run in 3 minutes 52 3-10 seconds. The 
time is 13-10 seconds faster than 
Harry Larva of Finland ran to beat 
the young French star and set a new 
Olympic record at Amsterdam.

DUBLIN, Aug. 15.—America won 
the marathron race, the standing 
broad jump and the high jump in 
the opening of the track and field 
events of the Tailteann Games here 
today.

In the 800-meter race, Lloyd Hahn, 
leading middle distance runner of 
the United States, was beaten by 
Phil Edwards of Canada. Edwards 
and Hahn had the event practically 
to themselves. A furlong from home 
Edwards made a great effort and, 
getting the inside position around 
the bend, led Hahn into the straight- 
away, ultimately beating him b 
more than twenty yards in 2:02 1-5. 

The Canadians had the heats of 
the 100-meter race all to themselves, 
Warren, Fitzpatrick and Adams each 
winning his. heat. 

Harold M. Osborn of the United 
States won both the standing broad 
jump and high jump. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 15 ().—America’s

Ryder, Coach of' Hahn, Also 
Says That Other Nations , 
Have Improved Rapidly. | 


RATES LOWE ABOVE HAHN 


Olympic Mentor Thinks Boston 
Runner Would Finish Second 
Under Different Conditions. 


BOSTON, Aug. 15 ().—The concelt 
of the American Olympic team and 
the rapid improvement of athletes 
from other nations were the reasons 
for the United States’ disappointing 
showing at the Amsterdam games, 
according to a letter written by Jack 
Ryder, member of the Olympic 
coaching staff. 

“If any one wants to know why 
we were beaten in the tract events 
at Amsterdam,’’ he wrote, ‘‘tell them 
I think we have no alibi. We simply 
were not fast enough.’’ 

Ryder, who has been Lloyd Hahn’s 
coach ever since the Nebraskan flyer 
has been a topnotch half miler, be- 
lieves that Douglas Lowe, the Eng- 
lish star who won the Olympic 800- 
meter race, is a much better runner 
than his pupil. 

‘‘Hahn had to run the hardest heat 
in the first trials of the 800 meters 
on Sunday. Then on Monday, in the 
semi-finals, he had the hardest race 
of his life, running against French, 
Swiss and Canadian and other cham- 
pions. He had not recuperated for 


the final race on Tuesday and was 
defeated.’’ , 

*‘Lowe,’’ according to Ryder’s let- 
ter, “‘is a better half miler than 
Hahn, anyway. On merit, however, 
and under different conditions, Hahn 
would run second.”’ ; 

In giving his overshadowing im-“ 
pression, Ryder said: 

‘“‘We in the United States have 
swelled heads. The managers, the 
coaches, the athletes and the public. 
We think we are the best, but it has 
been proved that we are not the best. 
We are one nation and there are 
fifty other nations in the world.’”’

CHICAGO, Aug. 15 )—The twen- 
ty-four-day race meeting. at- Haw- 
thorne ran into-a snag today when 
members of the Thoroughbred Horse- 
men’s ‘Association went on a strike, 
refusing to file their entries for to- 
morrow’s.races. There will be, no 
racing tomorrow. The strike did not 
affect today’s races. The. official 
announcement says: 4 

“The Hawthorne management re- 
grets to announce that there will 
be no racing at ee Thurs- 
day. 

“The secretary’ s office will be 
open as usual Thursday morning .for 
entries for Friday, and if a card con- 
sistent with the patronage accorded 


the track during the meeting can be 
assembled, there will ‘be racing 
Friday. 

“If the management cannot hold 
sufficient control over its horsemen 
to -insure: decent: racing, it prefers 
not to race.’’ 

President J. E. Caskey of the 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Associa- 
tion said the strixe applies only to 
Hawthorne at this time and that Ar- 
lington Park is not being considered. 


Whole Meeting May End. 

Unless the situation is immediately 
settled it is possible that:'the Haw- 
thorne meeting, scheduled to run 
until Aug. 27, may be terminated at 
once. 

The strike was the result of the de- 
mands of the Thoroughbred Horse- 
men’s Association that every owner 


winning a race contribute 1 per cent. 
of his purse to the general fund of 
the association. This Johnson N. 
Camden, President. of the American 
Turf Association, and Edward Trot- 
ter, another owner of a ‘string of 
thoroughbred horses, refused:to do, 
and in their stand were upheld by 
the Chicago Business Men’s Racing 
Association, operator of the track. 

Through its President the Horse- 
men’s Association demanded that 
Judge Joseph A. Murphy, presiding 
steward, ban entries of Camden and 
Trotter. When Judge Murphy re- 
fused to heed the demands of the 
horsemen, Caskey .ordered all mem- 
bers to withhold their entries. 


Says Stewards Will Stand Firm. 


Judge Murphy’ said the stewards 
| would not: change their decision and 
would close the track rather than 


ban either Camden or Trotter. 

“The next step is’ a to the horse- 
men.’’ he added. e will reopen 
the entry beaks tonight if they indi- 
cate they will run their horses to- 
morrow, but we will not back down 
in our stand to not bar Camden or 
Trotter.’’ 

A similar ‘action was ‘taken by the 
Thoroughbred Association, which 
claims a membership of 95 per cent. 
of the owners running horses at 
Hawthorne, last year at Colonel Ed- 
ward R. Bradley’ s New: Orleans 
track. . Only 1 per cent. of one race 
each day, however, was collected, in- 
stead of the 1 per cent. of each race 
as was demanded: today.

TRIUMPH BY 19-4 


Harriman Gets Nine Goals. 
Guest Stars at Back—uU. S. 
Team Practically Selected. 


RIVALS AHEAD AT START 


But Stevenson and the Others Then 
Swing Into Action—Webb’s Gal- 
jlant Stand Is in Vain.

LOCUST VALLEY, L. I., Aug. 15. 
—America's international polo team, 
which is to face Argentina for the 
championship of the Americas next 
month, came close to being picked 
on the pale-looking field of the pic- 
turesque Piping Rock Club here this 
afternoon. 

Thomas Hitchcock Jr. and Mal- 
colm Stevenson already have been 
named as No. 2 and No. 3 of the 
team. Today they rode with Averell 
Harriman at No. 1 and Winston 
Guest at back, and they literally ran 
amuck, to win, 19 goals to 4, De- 
spite the one-sided character of the 
score a big gallery watched to the 
last goal and they saw Harriman and 
Guest turn in brilliant exhibitions. 

Harriman, until this season a 
player who has been ‘ust a bit above 
the average, has been steadily im- 
proving, and today he turned in the 
greatest game of his career. Nine 
goals rattled off his mallet head and 
he rode and hit at all times with a 
confidence that has been lacking in 
his play in the past. 


Gets Excellent Support. 


He looked extremely well today, 
even when the fact is taken into con- 
sideration that Hitchcock and Steven- 
son played for him as they certainly 
did not play for Captain Wilkinson 
last Sunday. 


At back, Guest, big and strong, 
played the rugged sort of game whic 
polo followers here have been. used 
to in the past when the broad 
shoulders of Devereux Milburn were 
carrying so much of the burden of 
international play. Once it gained 
‘momentum, the White team swung 
along with the relentless rhythm of 
an international team. 

Opposed to the Whites today were 
Captain C. A. Wilkinson, Earl A. S. 
Hopping, J. Watson Webb and Man- 
uel Andrada. These line-ups were a 
complete change from those which 
had been announced. It had been 
stated that the teams would be the 
same as those of last Sunday when 
the Whites were soundly trounced. 








Cheever Cowdin was out of action 
as a result of his fall on Sunday and 
could not play. Anbrada was called 
upon to fill in and Guest was moved 
up to the Whites. Then Harriman 
was moved over in front of Hitch- 
cock and Wilkinson again was asked 
to face Guest, who had bothered him 
so much on Sunday. 


Webb in Brilliant Form. 


On Sunday a great deal of the de- 
feat of the Whites was due to the 
fine play of Watson Webb and to the 
indifferent play of both Hitchcock 
and Stevenson. Today Webb again 
turned in a brilliant game of polo, 


consistent throughout, but he was 
swamped. At the end of the en- 
counter he was fighting almost single 
handed against the tidal wave which 
had risen against his team. 
Wilkinson, hopelessly outmounted, 
was out of things; Hopping had 
bursts of brilliance, and Andrada, 
while sensational, a hard rider and 
hitter, is not a well rounded back. 
During those closing periods Webb 
was sghiag alone with the tenacious 
courage he has shown throughout his 
long career, but the wave rolled on 
over him. 
It was an extremely interesting 
White team, Hitchcock and Steven- 
son teamed together in the middle of 
things and formed a perfect pivot for 
the swing of play. Between them 
they hee only four of the goals 
scored by their side, three of. these 
Hitchcock’s. But the young captain 
today was just as valuable as he has 
been as high scorer of any game. He 
passed superbly to Harriman and 
rode ahead to clear the way for him.

Blues Start With Rush. 


The Blues started off as though 
they were to repeat Sunday’s score, 
when Hopping and Andrada tallied 
in the first period and the Whites 


were shut out. The others came 
back to tie the count in the second, 
however, and went to a lead in the 
third by scoring three goals to two.

f Speers who like to tell about the good old. days in 
sport are blushing and stammering badly at the 

moment. An ancient and supposedly honorable 
record has just been cracked into several dozen ridic- 
ulous pieces. Remember a fellow named Leander who 
was supposed to be a swimmer? That’s the chap who 
went calling on Hero of Sestos by the all-water route 
across the Hellespont. “The Asia Minor free-style 
swimmer breasted the waves from Abydos to Sestos 
and return on several occasions. The sports scribes of 
that area and era accepted this feat as a record, and 
it stood for centuries on the books. 

Well, sir, the amount of publicity that fellow Lean- 
der got was surprising. He was hailed in song and 
story as a wonderful swimmer, and this in the face of 
the disconcerting fact that one night he failed to 
make the dock at Abydos on the return trip. To be 
brief and bitter about it; this famous swimmer sank 
in six fathoms of cold water. ‘‘Up bubbled all his 
amorous breath.’”’ 

Even so, the record was looked upon with awe until 
another adventurous gentleman went overboard and 
tied it. This was George Gordon Noel, Lord Byron. 
This did make the .secord look a bit cheap, for it 
turned out that Byron wasn’t a logical contender for 
the swimming championship of his day. He was a 
poet. Leander still loomed: large on the literary ho- 
rizon, as did Byron, but thereafter swimming experts 
sniffed disdainfully when the Hellespontic Water 
Derby record was mentioned. 


A Tidal Wave. 


Just a few days ago seventeen college boys from 
this country and one newspaper writer stood on the 
shore at,Abydos and decided it was hot enoqugh for a 
swim. The first one in announced that the water 
was fine, and it would be a good day to try for a new 
record. Off they went. 

What they did to that old record was a shame. Boys 
from Yale, Princeton, Colby, Wesleyan and other col- 
leges ripped it all to pieces. Even the newspaper cor- 
respondent beat Leander’s time on one leg of the jour- 
ney, and after a poet and a newspaper man have tied 
or beaten a swimming record the aforesaid record has 
lost practically all its usefulness and a good deal of its 
original ‘gloss. 

One of the college conquerors of the Hellespont was 
only 4 feet 10 inches tall. That makes Leander look 
pretty small. Another of the successful swimmers 
was a cheap by the name of J. Dudley Charlesworth. 
That doesn’t fool anybody. He’s no swimmer at all. 
He’s a football player, or at least he was. Charles- 
worth of Yale. 

There was one real swimmer in the group, how- 
ever. That was Jack Bowron, captain of the Prince- 
ton swimming team. He made the crossing and re- 
turn trip in Jess than two hours, and to show his com- 
plete contempt for Leander (and possibly Lord Byron), 
he swam one entire leg of the journey on his back. Let 
there be no more talk of Leander. Johnny Weissmul- 
ler would have made him look like an anchored buoy 
the fastest night he ever saw. 

But perhaps Johnny Weissmuller isn’t a swimmer, 
either. A good many of his rivals are ready to testify 
that Johnny is reaily a flying fish.

After the first victory for the United States 
at the National Links in 1922, Great Britain announced 
sorrowfully that it couldn’t raise the money to send 
another team over the following year. The U. 8S. G. 
A. thereupon decided to hold the competition alter- 
nately in this country and Great Britain, regardless 
of which nation held the cup. 

Then it appeared that many of the leading golfers, 
after playing in their own championships, couldn’t 
spare the time for a Walker Cup campaign every 
year. Again conditions were changed, and now the 
tournament is held once every two years. Evidently 
golf officials realize that amateur golfers may have 
something more important to do than to take part in 
annual and extended campaigns on the links. This 
may be a reflection on golf. Then again it may be a 
reflection on tennis.

The British linksmen have had four full shots at the 
Walker Cup and haven’t yet grabbed the trophy by 
the handles. Playing in this country this year, and 
without the services of Holderness, Tolley and Weth- 
ered, their chances of victory do not look bright at 
first glance. 

Climate and conditions, too, are different here. We 
run a good deal to inland and hilly courses, whereas 
British golfers are more accustomed to seaside and 
flat courses. This holds true in general, even if we 
have Lido and other such courses, and Great Britain 
has Glen Eagles and other bunkered heights. 

With all that, Great Britain has sent over a formi.- 
able team and one that looks to have a sporting 
chance of winning at Wheaton. Among the newcom- 
ers on the team one finds ‘‘Tip’’ Perkins, British ama- 
teur champion and a cracking good golfer, according 
to recent records. Then there’s Dr. William Tweddell 
of whom golfers in this country knew nothing until 
he won the British amateur title last year. Neverthe- 
less,. Dr. Tweddell has been bagging birdies and pars in 
Great Britain for five vears and more. He is a worthy 
opponent for the best of our mashie masiers. Indeed, 
it can be taken for granted that all the invading play- 
ers are good golfers. They may even be too good. 
The tournament at Wheaton will decide that point.

Drops From Tie for First to 
Sixth in Chess Masters’ Play 
at Bad Kissingen. 


BOGOLJUBOW TAKES LEAD 


Conquers Reti in 69 Moves in 4th 
Round of Tourney — Tarrasch 
Holds Capablanca to Draw. 


BAD KISSINGEN, Germany, Aug. 
15.—-E. D. Bogoljubow of Triberg, 
one of the German representatives 
in the international chess masters’ 
tournament here, went into the lead 
today when he defeated Richard Reti 
of Czechoslovakia in the fourth 
round. 

It was a long, hard fight which 
went to sixty-nine moves, Bogoljubow 
finally winning a piece which gave 
him the victory. The former Russian 
champion adopted the Sicilian de- 
fense. Bogoljubow now has a score 
of 3—1, comprising two victories and 
two draws. 

Dr. Max Euwe of Amsterdam, the 
Olympie amateur champion, scored 
a signal triumph at the expense of 
F. J. Marshall of New York, United 
States champion, who was defeated 
in seventy-three moves. . Marshall, 
with the white pieces, played the 
Queen’s Pawn game, but, trying to 
avoid drawin variations, over- 
reached himself and lost a pawn. 
The American put up stout resis- 
tance, but finally succumbed. He 
dropped from a tie for first to a tie 
for sixth in the race. 

Dr. 8S. Tarrasch of Munich was 
again in good form and held Jose R. 
Capablanca to a draw in forty-seven 
moves. The Cuban resorted to his 
favorite Caro-Kann defense, but at 
no time was able to make any im- 
pression upon the position of the 
veteran German master. Capablanca 
is tied at 2%-1% with Dr. Euwe, 
Nimzowitsch of Denmark and Rubin- 
stein of Poland. 

Nimzowitsch was the other winner 
in the fourth round. He used a French 
defense and won from Mieses of 
Berlin in thirtyseven moves. Mieses, 
teo precipitate in attack, lost a piece 
and this cost him the game, 

Rubinstein had Spielmann of Aus- 
tria for an opponent and selected the 
Queen’s Pawn opening. This was the 
shortest game of the day and un- 
eventful, being drawn by repetition 
after twenty-five moves. 

Dr. Tartakower of France and 
Yates of England also drew their 
game by repetition in thirty-three 
moves, Dr. Tartakower adopted the 
Ruy Lopez for his début. He also 
finished his adjourned game from 
the second round and drew with 
Spielmann in ninety-six moves,

STILL AN INTERNATIONALIST. 


In their pathetic eagerness to get 
aid and comfort from President 
COOLIDGE, some Republicans had ex- 
pressed the hope that he would give 
a political tinge to his address’ yes- 
terday before the Wisconsin Ameri- 
can Legion. Even if he ‘did not 
warm up as a supporter of Secretary 
Hoover, they felt that he might see 
his way to saying a good word for 
his party. But Mr. COOLIDGE shows 
a better sense of the proprieties of 
the occasion. There was not in his 
speech a word which could be given 
a partisan twist. All his thoughts, 
as was natural in speaking to World 
War veterans nearly ten years after 
the armistice, were of the relations 
of the United States to other coun- 
tries and to the maintenance of 
peace. 

One of the President’s themes 
was “ the interdependence of all peo- 
ple.” He said, in language which 
recalls that so often used by Presi- 
dent Wilson, that “ we are not likely 
“to hear again in responsible quar- 
“ters that.what other nations do 
“is no concern of-ours.” He also 
declared-that, after all that has hap- 
pened since 1914, Americans should 
always remember that “what we 
do has its effect on other nations.” 
This sounds very like the COOLIDGE 
of 1918, and even of 1920, when he 
believed in the League of Nations 
and expected the United States to 
become a member of it. If he could 
then be cherged with being an inter- 
nationalist, it is evident that the 
same offense can still be imputed to 
him, Many Republicans have sought 
to identify their party with a spirit 
of entire aloofness in world affairs. 
But Mr. CooLipGE has never gone all 
the way with them, although he has 
been compelled, as leader of the Re- 
publican Party for the past five 
years, to subject some of his own 
personal inclinations to the neces- 
sity of keeping his party reasonably 
together and in support of the chief 
policies of his Administration. To 
the popular cry that we must all 
place “ America first,” the Presi- 
dent replies epigrammatically: “If 
“we are to justify that position we 
“must make America right.” 

Speaking to former soldiers, the 
President exalted every means of 
keeping the peace. He does not 
suppose, no sensible man supposes, 
that war can or will be banished 
from the world by the signing of the 
Kellogg treaty. But he rightly holds 
that this new agreement of the na- 
tions will be a great barrier to hos- 
tilities that might otherwise have 
occurred. In this opinion he is at 
one with the best judgment of Euro- 
pean statesmen, and especially of 
the common people in European na- 
tions who know by practical experi- 
ence the cost and-curse of war. 
President CooLIDGE does not, in fact, 

go beyond the belief of men of light 
and leading in all countries when 
he asserts that the multilateral 
treaty renouncing war as an instru- 
re: of international policy is “a 
“ fitting consummation of the first. 
“ aetade of peace.” 
—— EE

THE OHIO PRIMARIES. 


So many contests of machines and 
personal and regional preferences 
entered into the Ohio primary can- 
vass, taken in the large, that the 
results leave a confused picture, at 
least in the minds of outlanders. 
There is great argument of Wet and 
Dry; but it is hard to follow it in 
the returns. As the Republican can- 
didate for Governor our old friend of 
1926, Mr. MYERS W. COOPER, is said 
to be victorious over Representative 
BEGG, who was not certified by the 
Anti-Saloon League. Mr. COOPER is 
of Cincinnati, Mr. BeGcG of Sandusky. 
Both men are Drys, though Mr. 
BEGG, doubtless unjustly, has been 
accused of being so only.in theory. 
Even if this be true, the national 
League has officially declared that 
it doesn’t regard “‘ personal habits.” 
The Hooverized Hamilton County 
machine split with the Hooverized 
State Republican machine. The Na- 
tional Committee supported Mr. 
BreGGc. The day before the primary 
Mr. COOPER said that the challenge 
to the voters was “to stop special 
privilege.” So the mighty hand of 
the League can’t have looked large 
to him. The Democrats, accustomed 
to DONAHEY for so many years, weré 
not much excited about the nomina- 
tion for Governor. It was expected 
that Representative DAVEY, favored 
by the State Democratic machine 
and the League, would “win in a 
walk” over another Dry. Too late 
in the day PETER WITT of Cleveland 
turned up as a Wet candidate, and 
Cuyahoga rose for him and he made 
an unexpectedly brilliant run. 

Into these fights of locality and 
organization on State office it would 
be wrong to read national implica- 
tions. One thing ata time;. and 
Ohio is pretty well used to hav- 
ing a pretty Dry, but not too Dry, 
Governor. In the case of candidates 
for the Senate we might look for 
application of the one test for right- 
eousness. Yet, for the short term, 
the present Democratic Senator by 
appointment, the League favorite, is 
beaten or comes very near being 
beaten by a Cincinnati friend. of 
Volstead-law modification. Other 
causes may be imagined; ard often 
& man used to fill a vacancy has to 
be content with that honor. It is 
noticeable, however, that Mr. GEORGE 
WHITE, a candidate for the long- 
term nomination, seems to have been 
hoodooed by the League’s approval. 
Widely known, called. by The Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer “ unquestionably 
“the best qualified by experience, 
“character and outlook on national 
“ political life,” he is apparently de- 
feated by Mr. TRUAX; State Director 
of Agriculture. 

Here again locality, siedidetmetiia, 
State politics and many unknown 
reasons may have had their part; 
but it is curious that Mr. WHITE, 
like Senator LOCHER, had the same 
patron that is supposed to have 
helped Mr. DAVEY. Representative 
BURTON, for whom CARMI THOMP- 
SON had to make unwilling room, 
was named by the Republicans for 
the short Senatorial term. He had 
a worthy opponent in the Chief Jus- 





tice of the State, also a Dry and a 
farm-reliever. Mr, BURTON’S qualifi- 


cations for the Senate have been 
proved. Thos2 of Senator FEss, re- 
nominated without opposition, are 
not obvious. He may have to key- 
note a good deal to be re-elected. 
The dreariest response of the oracle 
of the people’s will Tuesday is the 
triumph in Cincinnati of the old Re- 
publican machine, the worthy main- 
tainer of the Cox-Hynicka tradition 
and newly illustrated by its old habit 
of election fraud. It was a queer 
primary; but most primaries are 
queer. 


COST OF BYRD’S EXPEDITION. 

The announcement that the Byrd 
Antarctic expedition will cost not 
less than $855,000, and that a total 
of almost a million dollars may be 
reached before the return to the 
United States, will not surprise those 
familiar with the preparation of 
earlier polar expeditions when equip- 
ment, commodities and pay of crews 
could be provided for by an outlay 
far less. SHACKLETON has said: 

The equipping of a polar expedi- 

tion is a task demanding experience 
as well as the greatest attention to 
points of detail. When the expedi- 
tion has left civilization there is no 
opportunity to repair any omission 
or to secure any article that may 
have been forgotten. * * * The aim 
of one who undertakes to organize 
such an expedition must he to pro- 
vide for every contingency. 

It is the purpose of BYRD to com- 
mand success by anticipating every 
need of his expedition. He hopes 
that, large as the scale is on which 
his enterprise has been planned, he 
will be able to avoid disasters that 
have so. often called for salvage and 
relief at great expense. In fitting out 
his Antarctic expedition of 1907-1909 
SHACKLETON was at great pains to 
include everything that could con- 
tribute not only to the safety but 
to the comfort of his men. He tells 
the story in “ The Heart of the Ant- 
arctic.” The cost was more than he 
had counted on, and after one of 
his polar adventures he came home 
in debt. The American people would 
like to have Commander ByrD return 
with a clean slate. 

The object of Captain ROBERT F. 
ScoTT’s second expedition, in which 
he reached the South Pole only to 
learn that AMUNDSEN had preceded 
him, was “ mainly scientific, to com- 
“plete and extend his former work 
“in all branches of science.” But 
Captain SCOTT was ambitious to be 
first at the South Pole, just as Com- 
mander ByrD designs to fly not only 
to the Pole, but over much unknown 
territory in the Antarctic Continent. 
He also emphasizes the scientific 
side of his expedition. 

The Discovery, which served SCOTT 
so well on two expeditions, cost 
about $252,000 to build. Byrp has 
economized in acquiring the City of 
New York and the Chelsea, the 
coSt being respectively $50,000 and 
$34,000, not including refitting. For 
aircraft and extras, which are indis- 
pensable, ByrD will spend perhaps 
$100,000. Salaries he puts at $90,000. 
One hundred dogs have been pur- 
chased. The bill for scientific instru- 
ments will be liberal—more. than 
$50,000. Byrp estimates that his 
cash cost so far has: been $343,000, 
of which he has received $237,000. 
The large item of $435,000 repre- 
sents donations from many firms 
and companies. It is characteristic 
of Commander ByrpD that he wants 
to set all the particulars down and 
have no misunderstanding or mys-’ 
tery about his plans. He still needs 
cash contributions, and no ‘doubt 
they will be forthcoming before the 
expedition leaves the United States. 


DELAYING PURCHASE OF THE 
SARATOGA BATTLEFIELD. 


Urged by The Knickerbocker Press 
of Albany to proceed with the ac- 
quisition of the site of the battle- 
field of Saratoga in accordance with 
the provisions of the act of the New 
York Legislature, Governor SMITH 
took occasion to point out: that the 
delay-is no fault of his but is due 
to the failure of the Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Assembly and the Chairman of 
the Committee on Finance of the 
Senate to approve the purchase of 
the land. The Governor reminded 
the newspaper that this exercise of 
an’ Executive function by members 
of the Legislature is “entirely out 
“of line with our.system of govern- 
“ment.” It is, in fact, an example of 
the encroachment of the Legislative 
on the powers of tke Executive 
branch of the Government, as it en- 
ables the two Chairmen to block the 
use of appropriations lawfully made 
by. the. Legislature. As the Gov- 
ernor puts it, “ the Legislature per- 
“ forms its full. function when it ap- 
“ propriates the muney; the control 
“of that expenditure is an Executive 
“function.” 

So obvious does this reasoning 
seem that it is hard to believe that 
the facts are otherwise. It is to 
be hoped, therefore, that this usur- 
pation of power. will be widely pub- 
lished through the State. By ex- 
plaining his inability to take action 
on the Saratoga land, the Governor 
puts the blame-on the shoulders of 
the.Chairmen of the two commit- 
tees. If these gentlemen continue 
to withhold their approval of the 
appropriation which the Legislature 
has made they will be doing a dis- 
service to the friends of Saratoga, 
but they may be responsible for the 
beginning of a change which will 
strip them of their powers of ap- 





proval. 
_ The two questions should be kept 


Separate, For the purchase of the 
lands referred to it may be necessary 
for the State to resort to condemna- 
tion proceedings. This could be 
done while the two gentlemen of the 
Legislature are making up. their 
minds whether or not their col- 
leagues acted properly in voting 
money to pay for the battlefield. In 
the meantime discussion of the pow- 
ers which they thus wield, and ex- 
amination of the Governor’s clear 
statement of this example of the 
tendency of the Legislature to en- 
croach on the Executive department, 
should help pave the way for the 
modification of such a procedure. 
Governor Smith has always been 
friendly to the project for the ac- 
quisition of the Saratoga battlefield. 
In fact, during the years prior to 
the sesquicentennial celebrations of 
New York’s part in the Revolution, 
he could always be counted upon to 
Support projects for consolidating 
public interest in the preservation 
of the State’s historic remains. His 
desire to see the Saratoga project 
completed has the support of Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike. 
There should be no further delay in 
bringing about effective action. 


THE “HAPPY THOUGHT” STAGE. 

Rumors that the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee is about to raise a 
fund of several million dollars to 
extend credit immediately to West- 
ern farmers indicate that the ped- 
dl¢rs of political patent medicines 
are getting a hearing. It is at about 
this period of a Presidential cam- 
paign that they always do. Gentle- 
men with infallible prescriptions for 
winning the campaign turn up regu- 
larly. The attention they get at 
headquarters depends upon the pa- 
tience and the degree of “ boiling” 
of the managers. It is safe to say 
only a very soft-boiled one would 
get up any enthusiasm for the plan 
to go out and lend money to farmers 
who would thereafter be expected to 
“vote right.” 

The talk is of a Democratic credit 
for instant farm relief amounting to 
two or three millions of dollars. 
What sort of show would this make 
against the “several hundreds of 
millions” of which Mr. HOOVER 
spoke? Of course, the supposed 
Democratic scheme would have the 
advantage of doing something right 
off without waiting for Congress. 
But to represent it as an adequate 
device for holding the crop of wheat, 
for example, until the price goes up 
is too much of a strain upon com- 
mon sense. In the ‘first place, a 
great deal more money: would be 
required, and, in the second, there is 
no. certainty at all that the price 
would go up, the world crop situa- 
tion being what it is, so that the 
lenders might lose their money 
along with the farmers. The entire 
project, as outlined, has all the 
marks of an invention by some one 
living in a closet, or a dark room, 
without direct access to the facts of 
the case, whether financial or agri- 
cultural. 


SIXTY SERVANTS PER PERSON. 


A recent publication of the United 
States Geological Survey on Power 
Capacity and Production in - the. 
United States states that every per- 
son in this country has today the 
equivalent of about “sixty servants 


in constant attendance.’ They are 
not of flesh and blood, but of ma- 
chines and tools and instruments. 
Man has always compelled some 
help from the inanimate world, as 
well as from the lower orders of the 
animate. Yet in many regions the 
power at his elbow. is still not 
greater than that of the man of the 
Stone Age. What is called Western 
civilization is, as Professor BEARD 
says in his article in the current 
Harper’s, “at bottom a civilization 
“that rests upon machinery and 


““ science ’—a technological civiliza- 


tion which depends increasingly on 
power-driven machinery. 

In America a review made by 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board shows that the horsepower 
at the disposal of the factory worker 
has been nearly doubled in a quarter 
of a century. And the product in 
“1914” dollars has likewise doubled. 
In “actual” dollars it has trebled, 
the product per wage earner being 
in “actual” dollars $2.420 in 1899 
and $7.480 in 1925. Different ratios 
obtain for different: industries, from 
the iron and steel industry, where 
the worker has 8.85 horsepower at 
his command, to that of leather, 
where he has only 1.31; and the 
value added by ‘manufacturing also 
varies from $1.680 in one industry 
to $5.913 in another. The graphs 
show, however, a fairly close rela- 
tionship between the horsepower at 
command of the worker and the 
outout. — 

The curve of civilization in terms 
of this definition “rises majesti- 
cally.” When it is asked “Where 
“do we go from here with all our 
“sixty mechanical and electrical 
“servants each?” it is refreshing 
to turn from the sneers of those 
who, seeing only surface conditions, 
set us down for pure materialists, to 
the cheering conclusion of Professor 
BEARD. There is, first of all, no rea- 
son to suppose that either machinery 
or science will disappear or dwindle. 
Nor need Western civilization fear 
that any other races from without 
can overcome the West except by 
adopting the technology of the West 
—and it is hardly conceivable that 





they can even catch up. As for 
letleds: and. aff #00 ‘toligion- and

compassion, they remain “ essential 
parts.of our nature.” Only. condi- 
tions under which they operate.are 
changed. They must . accept the 
“inevitability” of machinery and 
science and make their. adaptations 
—and “turn their faces resolutely 
to the future.” Higher horsepower 
should assure a higher civilization. 


TACT AND CENTRAL AMERICA. 

There is merit in the contention 
of Mr. ARTHUR RUHL, in his address 
before the Institute of Public Af- 
fairs at the University of Virginia, 
that “tactlessness” is responsible 
for many of our difficulties with 
the Central American republics. 
Mr. RUHL, whose travels in those 
countries have been extensive, points 
out that our, troubles’ are due to 
“underestimating the importance of 
“a correct attitude and behavior 
“merely because the countries them- 
“selves are small, weak and ‘not 
“always themselves.’” Under the 
circumstances, he thinks, we ought 
to lean over backward: rather than 
risk an appearance of — and 
ill-will, 

A number of delicate points are 
thus raised. First and foremost is 
the fact that among the members 
of the diplomatic service, and to a 
lesser extent of the consular service, 
the tradition prevails that the Cen- 
tral. American posts are the least 
desirable. Many men feel that they 
are forced to do penance if they 
are stationed in one of the Central 
American capitals. The mere exis- 
tence of such a sentiment is in itself 
a handicap to our official relations 


with Central America. It.is a sort |. 


of mental hazard which inhibits the 
men assigned to service there. from 
doing their best work. 

When this prejudice is examined, it 
is found to rest in part on the com- 
parison of living conditions there 
and in European capitals and in part 
on the inadequate provision made 
for the health and comfort of the 
legation staffs. Social activities are 
necessarily restricted in those ‘small 
capitals. There are few distractions, 
compared to Paris or Budapest or 
Madrid, and few suitable schools for 
foreign children. Also the legation 
quarters are—or until recently have 
been—antiquated, often uncomfort- 
able. In temperate climates these 
things are of little importance, but 
in the tropics they loom large, not 
only because they endanger health 
but because the average white man 
born and bred in the United States 
is made more sensitive and irritable 
when subjected to unnecessary dis- 
comforts in the tropics. 

It has been suggested that the 
State Department should make spe- 
cial provisions for service in the 
tropics, including longer vacations 
and concessions in regard to retire- 
ment pay. Already work is being 
done to improve living conditions. 
But until the young men who go 
into our foreign service realize that 
the Central American posts are 
among the most important and that 
there more than anywhere else it 
is essential for every American offi- 
cial to cultivate an attitude of gen- 
uine sympathy and understanding 
there will be continued instances of 
“tactlessness” or worse. Fortu- 
nately, some of the older men realize 
this, with the result that there are 
a few outstanding exceptions who 
have already given years of devo- 
tion to good relations with Central 
America.

Particularly in a State so Jarge as 
this, where Gubernatorial campaigns 
come every two-years-and Assembly- 
men must be elected: every year, the 
duties of a political State Chairman 
are more arduous than those of a 
ditch-digger and captain of industry 
combined. The travel alone : which 
he must do is: equal every year to 
that which a Presidential candidate 
usually has to do but twice in a life- 
time. Mr. Morris was unusually ac- 
tive in his work, and there is no 
question that the exactions of his of- 
fice had much to do with his early 
death. 

His régime was troublesome, large- 
ly due to the fact that the person- 
ality of Governor SmrrH_ rose to its 
full power about. the time he took 
hold of Republican: Party affairs. 
From that time on the task of the 
Chairman was superhuman. But 
Mr. Morris, young and strong, threw 
himself into the fray. without giving 
much thought to its physical effect 
upon him. The fatal result tells 
something of the story. When it is 
remembered that this work is done 
out of party and public. spirit, the 
extent of its toll becomes the more 
lamentable.

STATE HIGHWAY, MARKERS. 


‘Colonel’ Greene ‘Tells of “the “Work 
Done by His Department. ~~~ 
To the'Edttor of ‘The New York Times: ~~ 

I have read your of Satur- 
day, Aug. 4, regarding inadequate 
signs on the highways of this State. 
I agree with you that, taken.as a 
whole, the highways of’ this State 
are not adequately marked. If, I am 
not mistaken, . however, inadequate 
highway marking cannot: be justly 
charged against ‘the roads on the 
State Highway System,, for which 
this department is responsible. I be- 
lieve, and I think the following 
figures will bear:out' the statement, 
that the lack of. signs exists only on 
town highways, county ~ viehanced — 
especially in city. streets.. 

Prior to 1924 the signs upon our 
State Highway System ‘varied in de- 
sign, and all: were merely. painted 
wooden boards. In 1924 we adopted 
a uniform system of marking State 
routes with durable ‘cast-iron: signs. 
At especially dangerous points » we 
have also erected large wooden signs, 
known as ‘the ‘‘checkerboar Ss 
and we have placed at other danger- 
ous points the reflector signals 
which have . proved so useful for 
night driving. 

Probably the greatest aid to the 
tourist was introduced in 1925, when 
we began numbering. all of our im- 
proved highways; these numbers 
being painted on telegraph poles, 
bridge abutments and other conspicu- 
ous places along the road. 

In addition to several thousands of 
the old wooden signs, which for one 
reason or another have not as yet 
been replaced, the State, since 1923, 
has erected upon our State highways 
the following signs:

There is now a total of 10,208 miles 
of improved State. highways . under 
the jurisdiction of this department. 
We have, therefore, nine traffic 
guides to every mile of highway, or 
an average of one sign to every 587 
linear feet of road. I doubt if any 
other State in the Union has more 
signs than this upon its highway 
system. 

In your editorial you criticized 
especially conditions on Long Island. 
In Nassau and Suffolk Counties we 
are responsible for a total of 305 
miles of State highways. These are 
marked as follows:

Probably the hardest trial a tourist 
has to bear is finding his way 
through cities, but, under the law, 
this department is not permitted to 
erect a signinside the limits of any 
city. I am glad to, say, however, 
that most of the up-State cities have 
cooperated with us and have marked 
the route number on the telegraph 
and trolley poles along their streets.. 

I may be pardoned for saying. that 
a day seldom passes that this depart- 
ment does not receive one or more 
letters from tourists commending the 
department on the thorough manner 
in whieh- our State highways are 
marked.

Dr. Coffman Admits Creation of 
Complex Life Is an In- 
soluble Problem. 


BETTER SHOES PREDICTED 


Leather Research Will. Make Foot- 
wear More Durable, Chicago 
Group Is Told. 


Special to The New York Times. — 

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—Science may 
harness the sun to produce sugar, 
may turn the waste of the present 
era into the foods of the future, may 
apply light to living organisms to aid 
in the growth ot others and achieve 
similar miracles in the decades to 
come, but it must always stop short 
of the development of synthetic life 
in the complex form of man, That 
is the opinion expressed today before 
the American Chemical Society In- 
stitute at Northwestern University 
by Dr. Victor Coffman, research. au- 
thority of the E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours Company: 

Dr. Coffman, employed by his com- 
pany to engage in pure. research, is 
making a study of the relationship 
between light and matter, which 
touches on all phases of synthetic 
creation. 

“The greatest advance in the field 
of synthesis,’’ he explained, ‘‘has 
been made in the production of fuel. 

’ When our supplies of petroleum fail, 
we will be able to use liquid fuels 
made by the distillation of coal. If 
coal fails us, we can make alcohol— 
for heating—from cellulose, a farm 
waste, or from water gas. Blast 
furnace wastes in form of water gas 
are now being utilized for this pur- 
pose. 

“Scientists are now searching for 2 
chemical agent that will accumulate. 
the heat of the sun and store it for 
us. Work is being carried out on 
this line in England and France. 
Minor quantities of sugar have al- 
ready been collected from the light 
of the sun’s rays, but the right kind 
of catalyst must be found before the 
work can be done on a larger basis. 

“Already wastes from foods that 
are thrown away because of lowered 
quality are being reclaimed. Fats, 
which have to be broken down be- 
cause they cannot be distilled, will 
be combined into yore substances 
after other valuable ingredients have 
been extracted. 

“The developments along this line 
are well night limitless. ventually 
much will be done toward the crea- 
tion of the lower life. Then per- 
haps we can evolve the developments 
into higher and more complex forms. 
But as for P ss esuming to. reach the 
point of mabe etically producing com- 
plex man—the answer can be but a 
shake of the head.’’

EDITED A WORK ON BARD 


Writer.on Law and titerature Was 
Once Counsel! for Northern 
Pacific Railroad. 


James Appleton Morgan, former 
railroad lawyer and President of the 
Shakespeare Society of New York, 
died yesterday in St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Amsterdam Avenue and 113th 
Street, in his eighty-third year. For 
the last eighteen years he had been 
living at the Home for Old Men and 
Aged Couples, 1,060 Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, 

Mr. Morgan was born in Portland, 
Me., and was a graduate of the 
Racine (Wis.) College and the Colum- 
bia University Law School. He mar- 
ried Miss Olive Morse in New Orleans 
in 1877. Mrs. Morgan died many 
years ago.

|CHAIM YECHIEL BORNSTEIN. 


Noted Authority on Jewish Calendar “- 


Dies at 85. 


WARSAW, Aug. 15 (Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency).—Death ended the 
long career of Chaim Yechiel Born- 
stein, internationally known authori- 
ty on the history of the Jewish cal- 
‘endar, yesterday, at the age of 85. — 

He was a native of a small town in 
Congress-Poland and one of the pio- 
neers in the Haskalah movement in 
Polish Jewry, being an early partici- 
pant. in the emerging modern He- 
brew literature in Eastern Europe.

He trans- 
lated Shakespeare’s ‘‘Hamlet’’ -into 
Biblical prose. Although he lost his 
sight about fifteen years ago, he did 
not abandon his research work.

Mexico is in a position to govern 
itself constitutionally with due re- 
spect to civiJized law and order and 
without the bloodshed that has so 
stained the Republic during the last 
eighteen years, or whether she must 
discover’ a personage of such out- 
standing personal ability and influ- 
ence as to border upon a dictator is 
discussed in a notable statement on 
the present political situation by José 
Vasconzelos, Minister of Education 
when the late General Obregon was 
President. 

His statement comes almost on the 
eve of the election of a Mexican 
chief executive to serve provisionally 
for a term of two years, within which 
period’ another resident will: be 
elected to complete the full Presiden- 
tial. office of six years. Sefior Vas- 
conzelos’s views give a new aspect

1,150,950 Trees Planted 
In Jersey Reforestation 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 15.— 
New Jersey supplied 1,150,950 
seedling trees to land owrers for 
‘reforestation this past Spring, ac- 
cording to.a report of the. State 
Department of Conservation and 
Development, out today. 

Reforestation in the State is on 
the upgrade, the report says, as 
the number of trees furnished this 
past Spring is 74,3850 more than 
the 1,076,600 ordered in 1927. 

The seedlings are. planted on 
municipal watersheds, private for- 
est holdings and idle farm lands 
that are unsuitable for. agricul- 
ture.

Would End “Era of Blood.”’ 


“What is now necessary is that we 
terminate the era of blood and that 
our country should seek humane 
solutions, and they cannot be found 


except within the limits of our in- 
struction. It has now been seen how 
dangerous and useless it is to place 
the destiny of the country in the 
hands of a single man, although he 
may.be the best available. If such 
he is always exposed ‘to the pos- 
sibility of violent death. 

‘ “It is now proved that to organ- 
ize all plans round one person is like 
writing. on sand. A breath of wind 
wipes it all out. If Obregonism was 
in difficulties while he was alive de- 
spite his extraordinary personal 
qualities, what can we expect from 
it now that he is dead? Obregon’s 
failure is the same as that of Car- 
ranz2, a painful lesson that the 
country must learn. The lesson is 
that it is not possible in Mexico to 
attain results with the previous vio- 
lation of legal precedents. 

“‘To escape that abyss whieh we are 
now in we must return to our in- 
stitutions and principles. Supreme 
individual leadership has been con- 
demned-as incompatible with the 
life of a modern people. It is'a great 
good fortune. for the civil life of 
Mexico that, following Obregon’s 
death, there was not on the scene 
any victorious general at the head 
of the nation. The Republic at 
present has no Napoleon nor’ Salva- 
dor,. and’ precisely.on that account 
and taking advantage of such ex- 
traordinary good fortune the coun- 
try must proceed to safeguard itself 
alone. | ' 

‘The only manner of escape from 
our confusion is to stick to the prin- 
ciples of our nationality. What are 
you going to do now, ask the North 
Americans. What man have you 
capable of dominating the situation? 
They need not wait for my answer. 
It is that we have none, fortunately. 
In. the future no.man shall be pre- 
tentious enough to attempt to re- 
solve by himself the Mexican 
problem, 


Asks for a National Convention. 


“That problem is in ‘the hands of 
the nation, and it must. solve it by 
the same talisman that all cultured 
nations possess. We have our con- 
stitution. That wounded, forgotten, 
hood-winked constitution must now 
be complied with unless we wish to 
prolong the agony of our country. 
‘‘What may was there destined. to 
lead the North American destinies 
prior to the Kansas City and Hous- 
ton Conventions? Anybody claiming 
to be able to do so would have been 
classed as ridiculous. There were a 
dozen with probability of becoming 
candidates, but there was’no dom- 
inator. Countries are not savage 
beasts that must be brought to a 
state of subjection. 
Americans did not know who would 
be their President. 

“Fortunately we are in the same 
situation. And thanks to the fact 
that we have no man ‘capable of 
dominating us’ we must now have 
recourse to the only method used by 
civilized nations. That is elective 
designation in national corivention. 
From it must arise a man who does 
not understand, blood, a man like 
Madero, incapable of shedding blood. 
The failure of the sword in Mexico 
has been the greatest failure in the 
world. The only manner in which 
Mexico can wash out her. ignominy 
for all time is by the good-will of the 
entire country and by. triumph over 
political exploiters.’’ 

The extreme novelty: here of the 
view of the Mexican situation devel- 
oped by ~Sefior Vasconzelos is the 
subject this morning of a scathing 
editorial in Excelsior, which repre- 
sents a completely different school 
of opinion.

PLANE FINDS MAN | 
LOST FOR 40 DAYS 


Brings From Canadian North 
Prospector Who Lived on Frogs 
~~ and Dead Fish.. 





THE PAS, Manitoba, Aug. 15 ().— 
After being lost for forty days in the 
north ‘country and living on frogs 
and dead fish, Andy Taylor, pros- 
pector, came back to civilization to- 
day—in rags and so weak from star- 
vation that he could hardly walk. 

He came back in an airplane, and 
with him was his friend, Fred Cole- 
man, Ontario prospector, who re- 
fused to believe he was dead, stayed 
on the ground and kept up the 
search long after everybody else had 
quit, and finally found him. The 
plane was piloted by Captain Keyon, 
Western Airways pilot, who flew up 
to Burntwood yesterday to get them. 
When Coleman found him, Taylor 
was at the point of giving up the 
fight. His shoes were worn out and 
he had wrapped pieces: of his tat- 
tered clothing about his bleeding 
feet. For days, he said, he had been 
able to walk only about fifty or 100 
feet before falling down exhausted. 
A sevén weeks’ beard covered his 
pale, gaunt face. 

Wild berry bushes were still in 
blossom in the north woods and 
swamps when Taylor wandered 
away from his companions and lost 
his: way. Before he was found the 
raspberries had formed and ripened 
so that he could eat them. 

After he had been wandering about 
several days he had to abandon his 
axe and pail. Once, when he had not 
eaten for days, he saw dead fish 
floating on the surface of a lake. He 
swam out to them and devoured 
them. Later, he says, he became 
adept at catching live frogs and he 
lived on them. 


HORNBY -NOT FARMING.

Marine Patrol, Aided by Airplane, 
Cleans.

MANAGUA, Aug. 15.—The name of 
General Emiliano..Chamorro, ex- 
‘President, was presented to the Na- 
tional Electoral Boar ~ today as Sena- 
torial candidate for. the Department 
of Matagalpa. General Chamorro 
cannot be a Presidential candidate 
this year on account of his revolu- 
tionary activities, which exclude him 
according to the Central American 
treaties of 1923. It is almost certain, 
however, that ‘he will be a Presi- 
dential candidate in 1932, and for 
this reason he has become Senatorial 
candidate for Matagalpa. 

He is reported to have great 
strength in Matagalpa, especially 
among the Indians. During Zelaya’s 
tenure of office the Indians were de- 
voted followers of Chamorro when, 
asa young man, he repeatedly fo- 
mented revolutions against the Nica- 
raguan dictator. : 

Today General: Chamorro is return- 
ing to Matagaipa, and he will: request 
the Indians to aid ‘him in ‘his cam- 
paign for Senator and also. to sup- 
port the Conservative Party in the 
coming elections. There is no doubt 
of Chamorro’s strength, and it is re- 
orted that hundreds of Indians from 
he mountain. and forests are on trek 
to Matagalpa in order to greet their 
old chieftain, as he is affectionately 
called. 

As a large gathering is expected in 
Matagalpa, Chamorro has requested 
protection from the National Guard 
and the marines during his political 
campaign. While such a request is 
rather unusual, as Presidential can- 
Gidates only are given such protec- 
tion, yet the fact that Chamorro is an 
ex-President and probably enjoys the 
greatest personal following of any in- 
dividual in Nicaragua, the authori- 
ties have thought it advisable to give 
him an escort. 

Airplanes Round Up_ Bandits. 
General Frank R. McCoy, super- 
visor of the Nicaragua Presidentia! 
elections, and Dr. Dana‘G. Munro, 
First Secretary of the American 
Legation, have returned from a trip 
to the Great Lake Department, where 
they made several excursions on 
Lake Nicaragua and on the San Juan 
del Norte River. Both expressed 
themselves well pleased with the con- 
ditions in the districts they had 
visited. 

In order to clear up the Coco River, 
which appears to be the last strong- 
hold of the followers of Sandino in 
that area, aviators are helping to 
drive the bandits and rebels from 
that area. 

One officer stated: ‘‘We are crack- 
ing them hard and their casualties 
are heavy.’’ 

Without airplanes the marines 
would have had great difficulty in 
locating the bandits, and seeking the 
enemy withvuut airplanes in the moun- 
tainous districts would. be hopeless,

* Hugh D. Combs, general superin- 
tendent of claims of the Fidelity 
Company, reiterated yesterday his 
belief that the Manufacturers’ Trust 
forgeries, the embezzlement of $496,- 
000 charged against Cornelius Calla- 
han, assistant secretary of the 
Bancitaly Corporation; the . $200,000 
forgeries laid to'the Donahue gang 
and the theft of $500,000 worth of 
securities in Néw York were the 
work of one nation-wide gang, led 


-and directed by a ‘‘master. mind.”’ 


$10,000,000 Loot in Year. 
The same gang, Mr. Combs said, 
has been responsible for the theft of 
$5,000,000 from New York banks dur- 


ing the last twelve months and for |- 


the theft of $10,000,000 from banks 
throughout~the* country’ in the same 
period. Although admitting that the 


individuals in the gang he pictured 
apparently have employed quite dis- 
similar : methods, r. Combs said 
that detectives under him were work- 
ing on the theory that -the arrest of 
a ‘tkey-man’’ would solve the mys- 
tery which surrounds all of the thefts 
from local banks, including those by 
forgery, embezzlement_and hold-ups.

John Van Doren, who was Vice 
President and.Treasurer of" F. De 
Bellegarde, Inc., a marble works, 
at 10:39 Boulevard, Astoria, when he 
committed suicide on Jan. 29, 1927, 
was accused in a complaint filed in 
the Supreme Court yesterday of em- 
bezzling $93,000 from: his company 
between 1921 and 1927. 

The suit was brought by the cor- 
poration against Benjamin Sack. of 
285 Madison Avenue, executor; Miss 
Josephine Boura, beneficiary of a 
$50,000 insurance policy of the sui- 
cide;.the Penn Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, ‘which issued the 
policy and is withholding another 
$25,000 due to the Van Doren es- 
tate, and the Long Island City Sav- 
ings’ Bank, which ‘is alleged to hold 
a deposit of $5,000 made by Mr. Van 
Doren with stolen money. ; 

The complaint asserts that in Jan- 
uary, 1926, when Mr. Van Doren was 
in charge of-the business, the plant 
was destroyed by fire and: he col- 
lected the insurance; that between 
March 3, and June 8,. of 1926 he em- 
bezzled . $27,098, and that between 
1921 and 1927 he took marble and 
money amounting to $93,000 by a 
“systematic course of robbery, by. 
falsifying. accounts, making false 
statements, forgery: and fraud.”’

But Knife Wielder Escapes Over 


Housetops—Victim. Had. Many 
Friends In Neighborhed. 


While a crowd of. several hundred 
persons looked on, an 18-year-old 
white youth stabhed to death Walter 
Barnett, 36 years old, a respected 
negro of 459 East 17ist Street, the 
Bronx, in the street in‘front- of his 
home last night. : 

The boy stabbed Barnett twice in 
the chest with a large pocket knife. 
As the negro fell his assailant 
pushed his way through the throng, 
ran into an apartment house across 
the street, and’ scurried up the stairs 
to the roof, whence he escaped over 
the roofs of adjoining houses. 

The stabbing was the end of an 
argument which had its inception 
when the youth interfered in the 
play of Barneit’s eleven-year-old 
boy, Herbert, and a white boy of 
the same age. ‘The two children 
were playing ball in the street after 
supper when the elder white boy 
came on the scer3 and broke up 
the game. He obtained a can. of 
water and threw it over the children, 
and Herbert: ran crying to his 
mother. 

Mrs. Barnett came out and re- 

monstrated’ with the interferer, 
whereupon, it is alleged, he hit Mrs. 
Barnett in the face. She told. her 
husband and he came out. Words 
led to blows and soon the neighbor- 
-hood was aroused. -There was con- 
siderable indignation against the 
action of the white youth, for Barnett 
had a reputation of being a hard- 
working man who attended ta his 
own business, and was generally 
liked. He was employed by the Con- 
solidated Gas Company. 
In the .midst of the trouble the 
white boy drew the knife from his 
pocket and stabbed Barnett. The 
,wounded man died while he was be- 
ing taken to Fordham Hospital. 

Several witnesses of the slaying 
were taken to the Bathgate Avenue 
station by Detectives Lenihan and 
Walsh and were qreweinpot by ‘As- 
sistant District ttorney William 
Kier, In the meantime reserves were 
sent to the scene of the fracas.

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SHOOTING BRTRAYER 


She and ‘Father Surrénder. and 
‘Are Held ‘for Homicide as 
‘, Bullet Victim. Dies. — 


HE IS ACCUSED OF ATTACK 


Professed: Slayer Says Taking of 
-Man’s Life Followed: an Old 
Sicilian _ Tradition. 


Fifteen-year-old Maria” Arenchia 
walked into the East 104th Street 
Police Station yesterday morning 
and confessed she had shot Saferina 
Pantellena, 59 years old, the-night 
before because he betrayed her. 
Later in the afternoon, on the advice 
of-his lawyer, the girl’s father, Jo- 
seph, 40, surrendered to the police of 
the Mercer Street Station, and -at 
6:20 P. M. yesterday the third act 
of the Sicilian tragedy culminated 
with the death of Pantellena at the 
Beekman Street Hospital. Pantel- 
lina leaves a wife, Frances, and a 
four-months-old baby. Both Maria 
and her father’ are charged with 
‘homicide, although the girl insists 
that she alone did the shooting and 
her father refuses to talk. 

Pantellena was sitting on the porch 
at 287 Elizabeth Street Tuesday night 
when ‘the girl'and a man the police 
believe to. have been her father a 
proached. The girl, according to 
witnesses, screamed -in Italian and 
fired five shots into Pantellena’s left 
side. Mortally wounded, the man re- 
lapsed into. a coma: from. which he 
never emerged. The girl and -her 
escort fled, while the police from 
Headquarters and Mercer Street 
Searched in vain. 

ly yesterday ‘morning a smal! 
group of woebegone-looking Italians, 
orly dressed, entered the station 
ouse on East 104th Street. The 
tiny, sallow-faced girl of the “party 
approached’ Detectives Foley and 
Dougherty with her 2-year-old step- 
brother, Lorenzo, in her arms.- With 
her also were her step-mother, Mrs. 
Frances Arenchia, carrying 4-month- 
old Angelo and holding -by the hand 
Vincenzo, 4 years old, Maria’s other 
two step-brothers. 

“I shot him,’’? Maria told the de- 
tectives, they say, and then she re- 
vealed to them, they allege, that on 
June 29 Pantellina attacked her and 
that she was to become a mother. 
On Tuesday, she said, Pantelina met 
her in the hallway at the Elizabeth 
Street house where both families 
live, taunted her, and informed her 
that he would soon be in-Italy and 
that, anyway, he couldn’t marry her 
as he had a:wife. 

Broken-hearted, ‘she said, Maria 
searched her. apartment until she 
found a .38-calibre revolver. Then, 
she said, unaccompanied, she waited 
for Pantellena. After shooting him, 
she said, she ran away, taking the 
subway to Harlem, where she slept 
in a park. She did not say where 
she met her family, but they were 
with her when sh. entered the. sta» 
tion. After being questioned at the 
Mercer Street Station and the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. Maria. was. 
taken to the Children’s Society to 
await arraignment on a charge of 
juvenile delinquency, later changed 
to homicide upon the death of Pan-. 
tellena. 

Maria’s father, Joseph, appeared 
yesterday afternoon at the offices of 
Frederick Goldsmith a-lawyer, at 
1,560 Broadway, and asked the at- 
torney to assume his daughter’s de- 
fense. Mr.. Goldsmith told Kim that 
he also was wanted by the police 
and. persuaded him to surrender. 
Detectives Northeis and Lillienthal 
of the Mercer Street statidn, were 
dispatched to the’ lawyer’s office 
when he telephoned for the police 
and. soon the father was locked up 
and: questioned through an _ inter- 
preter.

MOTORBOAT STARTS 
ACROSS SEA TODAY 


Three Young Men Hope to Cet 
to Spanish Port in About 
Three Weeks. 


CRAFT ONLY 32 FEET LONG 


Stops WIIll Be Made at Bermuda 
and Azores—-Food for 40 Days 
Stowed on Board. 


Three young men will set out today 
in a thirty-two-foot motor boat, in 
which they hope to cross the Atlan- 
tic from New York to a Spanish 
port, probably Santander, with stops 
at Bermuda and the Azores. They 
expect to complete the voyage in 
about three weeks. 

The crew of three is comprised of 
George Van Vieck Brothers, the 
owner of the boat, who will be the 
navigator; his brother, John A. 
Brothers, mate and cook, and 
Charles A. Banfield, engineer. The 
two Brothers are sons of Mrs. J. J. 
Van-*Vieck Brothers of New York. 
Mr. Banfield is a brother of the 
head of the Banfield Sea Skiff 
Works of Atlantic Highlands, N. J., 
builders of the craft. 

Food and water for forty days will 
be carried and the tanks have been 
filled with 900 gallons of fuel. The 
average speed of the boat is 6.3 
knots. It was launched Aug. 8 and, 
named the Banfield after the ship- 
building firm. Tests have been made 
during the last seven days in neigh- 
boring waters. 

The Banfield was moored yester- 
day in the Hudson off the Columbia 
Yacht Club at Ejighty-sixth Street. 
The crew stowed supplies and ap- 
plied a few finishing touches to the 
boat. 

Every available bit of space aboard 


the Banfield has been utilized. In 
the bow are two berths. The 35- 
horsepower engine and galley occupy 
the adjoining cabin, with a smal 
navigating bridge abaft the enclosed 
cabin. The boat was especially built 


for the ocean crossing and is ex- 
pected to ride easily through any 
seas. There is a wide deck aft. On 
the forward deck is a short. mast 


‘with a sail for helping the motor on 


good sailiny davs. 

The Banfield is equipped with ag 
navigating instruments, including 2 
radio compass direction finder. The 
men expe@ to work in watches of 
four hours on and eirht off or six on 
and eight off. 

The Banfield will attempt only a 
one-way crossing. If the trip is com- 
pleted the boat will be shipped back 
to New York.

City Saves Money by Holding Ex- 
tra Sessions for Pupils Who 
Lag In Studies. 


The thousands of children who 
passed the hottest weeks of the Sum- 
mer attending the public elementary 
vacation schools were dismissed yes- 
terday to enjoy freedom from study 
until the regular Fall term opens, 
Sept. 10. 

Of the 20,000 children who entered 
the fifty-three vacation elementary 
schools six weeks ago, it is estimated 
that about 17,500 took the final ex- 
aminations and that the great ma- 
jority of them passed and will re- 


-| ceive certificates entitling them to 


enter a higher grade next Fall than 
they would have had otherwise. 
Exact figures have not yet been re- 
ported to Eugene C. Gibney, Director 
of the Bureau of Extension Activities 
of the Board of Education. 

of those who attended the 
vacation schools had failed to pass 
their regular examinations last June. 
They would have had to re-enter 
the same grade in the Fall but for 
the Summer courses. 

Each of these pupils who is com- 
pelled to repeat. work during the 
regular school term is estimated to 
cost the city about $49. Hence the 
reduction of ‘“‘repeaters’’ by the 
Summer term is figured as an econ- 
omy to the school system. 


ENDS LIFE IN PLUNGE 
_ AFTER FIANCEE DIES 


Bronx Man Leaps Oat Window— 
Manafactarer a Suicide After 
Reading ‘Lonesome.’ 





Two hours after his fiancée had 
died in his arms in Lebanon Hos- 
pital Abraham Wasserman, 25 years 
old, a furrier, of 1,575 Bathgate Ave- 
nue, the Bronx, leaped from a third- 
floor window in his home yesterday 
morning and plunged forty-five feet 
to a basement courtyard. He died 
in Fordham Hospital two hours later. 

Wasserman had been engaged to 
Miss Ray Weir, 20, a milliner, for 
two years.

arms.

In “The Terror,’’ ‘the sockind all- 
talking Vitaphone production pre- 
sented last night by the Warner 
Brothers at Warners’ Theatre, it ap- 
pears to be infra dig. to have the 
slightest suggestion of the familiar 


subtitle. Even the main title; the 
cast of players and the names of 
those who have contributed to the 
making of this audible film are an- 
nounced from the. screen by the 
shadow of a masked man. 

While this mystery melodrama is 
by. no means without its shortcom- 
ings, it is an emphatic im Re tee 
over any other pictures of its t 
the faults being chiefly due to 
manner in which the aevtorsare 
speak their lines and not to the Vita- 
phone device. There are, however, 
at‘least two of the actors who give 
an excellent account. of themselves. 
They are. Edward Everett Horton 
and Otto: Hoffman. 


Zenda, 


With all the shrieks, hushes and |- 


other sounds that come from the 
screen, this spooky story is not one 
that sends a chill. down the spines 
of the spectators. But it is interest- 


ing for the most part and the dé-/ 


nouement has its points. The utter- 
ances of the characters ‘are always 
distinct, but in one or two respects 
they ‘ ‘overload the machinery,’’ par- 
ticularly the stentorian tones of 
Joseph Girard, who figures: as a 
Scotland Yard inspector. Each time 
he opens his mouth to say a word 
one almost dreads the consequences. 
His is a voice to make the guilty 
quake! On the other hand May Mc- 
Avoy’s voice is shy and shrinking, a 
lisping peep contrasted with the a 
lowing of Mr. Girard. 

There are others whose voices. do 
not fail.them, but whose speaking 
rather reminds one of a young rec- 
itationist. They fail to give the 
lines the proper. inflection and the 
result is that their: minds do not 
seem to be on what they are saying. 
In most cases, however, the ‘per- 
formers suit the action to the words 
better than.the players did in the 
talking version of ‘‘The Lion and 
the Mouse.’ . 

Roy Del Ruth. has shrewdly com- 
bined good motion picture ideas 
with the sound incidents. His direc- 
tion. of the talking of the players, 
however, is another’ matter. With 
Mr. Horton and Mr. Hoffman he had 
an easier task, but with most of the 
others the speech’ comes forth as if 
by command and‘ with a tardiness 
that is hardly natural. It also seems 
as ,if Miss McAvoy. had somebody 
else do the screaming for her, as 
the screams at varigus junctures are 
far louder than one would expect 
from Miss McAvoy after hearing her 
modest attempts at speech. 

The lines given to the players, in 
some instances, could easily have 
been improved upon, but as it is a 
mystery photoplay in which queer 
things happen, the producers may 
contend that fright had an effect 
upon the.characters; that. it'also ac- 
counts for the slow uptake of the 
words and‘various other seeming de- 
ficiencies. 

The story concerns a weird char- 
acter who hides, in a strange house. 
He ‘has all sorts: of crimes to his 
credit, including a few murders and 
robberies. At the outset the prison 
warden .is releasing under instruc- 
tions two prisoners, Joe Connors and 
Soapy Marks. Marks.makes a rat- 
tling good speech, which is effective, 
but his asides, one thinks, would be 
apt to arouse suspicion, even if they 
were not understood. Inspéctor Hal- 
lick then shows his leather lungs by 
growling at the two‘convicts. 

‘After that the story is chiefly con- 
fined to the mystery house, which is 
rented by Dr. Redmayne (Alec B. 
Francis),- who has an odd lot of. peo- 
ple including a Mrs. Elvery, a strong 
believer in ‘the occult, which is em- 
ployed in an effort to malre the story 
creepy.

Indictment of Crowe-Thompson Men 
Is Held Object of Scrutiny of 
Corporation Counsel’s Books.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—The August 
special Grand Jury is preparing to 
make a sweeping investigation into 
alleged graft conditions in the city 


administration and their connection 
with primary day disorders 

It is understood that Homer K. 
Gaipin, Republican boss of the 
Twenty-seventh Ward and Chairman 
of the Republican County Central 
Committee, who was ordered to ap- 
pear before the special Grand Jury 
on Tuesday, is the first of many 
Crowe-Thompson leaders among the 
members of Mayor Thompson’s Cab- 
inet who are to be questioned in this 
regard. 

The nature of the investigation 
was indicated some time ago when 
the special prosecutors demanded 
the books of Samuel A. Ettelson, 
Corporation Counsel. The books 
have been under scrutiny. 

The prosecutors, it is said, are par- 
ticularly interested in 300 persons 
said to have been placed on the Cor- 
poration Counsel’s payroll on March 
12, and discharged on April 15, five 
days after the primary. It is un- 
derstood an effort will be made to 
prove that public funds were used 
to compensate political workers to 
influence the outcome of the elec 
tion. 

For the same purpose 300 em- 
os who are charged with. hold- 

sitions under the city admin- 
istrati on without performing any 
work in return also will be called 
and will be asked how they obtained 
their places. In the event use of the 
payrolls to support a mye faction 
is proved, it was said, blanket in- 
dictment naming all eaters of the 
Crowe-Thompson Republican factions 
on charges of conspiracy may result. 

David D. Stansbury ial prose- 
cutor, declared that e oad tical leaders 
who are called before the Special 
Grand Jury will not be permitted to 
testify unless they sign waivers of 
immunity.

These leaders will be 
asked, Mr. Stansbury said, where 
they banked their campaign funds, 
where they obtained them, how they 
obtained them and what they did 
with them.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Decline in Money Rates Brings 
Sharp Upturn in Many Lead- 
ing Shares. 


So much advertisement has been 
given to the call money market in 
New York that banks, corporations 
and individuals rushed funds to the 
money lending desk of the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday so fast that all of 
it could not be taken. The call money 
rate declined from 7 to 5% per cent. 
on this influx of new money, and so 
insistent were the lenders to get their 
money to work that no less than 
$7,000,000 was unwanted at the end 
of the market day and returned to 
the owners. The happenings in the 
call money market demonstrated con- 
clusively just how artificial the call 
rate has been during the last month. 
There bas not been a day when 
money was not in fairly good supply, 
at a fair margin below the so-called 
“official’? Stock Exchange rate. Ex- 
change houses know that this is true, 
and, quite naturally, have held off 
in new arrangements for their money 
requirements until the market ex- 
perts, who establish this rate, could 
regain their equilibrium» As a matter 
of fact, there has been but slight 
excuse during the past month for a 
7, 74 or 8 per cent. money rate. 

The relaxation in money quite 
naturally galvanized the stock mar- 
ket into immediate action and, al- 
though the news developments of the 
day were more or less colorless, 
shares which have been selected as 
market leaders advanced quite brisk- 
ly. The motor stocks were leaders, 
and this activity had the effect of 
bringing fair-size advances to a long 
list of industrial shares. The situa- 
tion now appears to be whether or 
not tight money conditions in the 
New York market will outweigh sea- 
sonal advances In earnings by many 
corporations and a good commercial 
situation generally. Just at the mo- 
ment, political considerations appear 
to be in the background, although 
there is much talk in Wall Street of 
a “Hoover”? market or a ‘‘Smith” 
‘market. Doubtless, these political 
considerations will be. brought to the 
fore within another month or so, but 
just at the moment politics is not a 
factor. 

The midweek reviews of the iron 
and steel trade emphasize the fact 
that business news in general is 
optimistic. The Iron Age remarked 
that ‘mid-August finds business 
holding up to the surprising volume 
of the past several weeks, without, 
however, signs of an increase in the 
immediate future.’”” The Iron Trade 
Review said that “‘the situation bears 
some of the earmarks of 1924, when 
the pig iron markets became active 
and buoyant preceding the election 
and continued so until the following 
year.” At any rate, the reports 
from the iron and steel industry, 
the automotive industry, from car- 
loadings and from building construc- 
tion must be construed in a favorable 
light. To just what extent this in- 
dustrial expansion will go is entirely 
problematical. It seems fair to say, 
however, that the Summer lethargy 
has been shaken off and that early 
Autumn business is proceeding at a 
rate measurably above that which 
obtained at the same time last year. 
It is worthy of note that many in- 
dustries which have been lagging 
during the Summer now report in- 
creased operating ratios in response 
to orders received during the past 
fortnight. It is entirely possible that 
the ‘‘money market threats,’ re- 
peated so often and in such harsh 
tones, will lose their effect within 
the next month'or so, should busi- 
ness expansion continue at its pres- 
ent rate. 


COLONIAL AIR LINES 
SHOW JUNE PROFIT 


$866 Is First Net Earnings in His- 
tory of Boston-New York 
Mail Service. 





A profit of $866 after all charges 
was reported for June by Colonial 
Air Transport, Inc., which carries 
air mail between Boston and New 
York. The operations of the corpora- 
tion for the first half of the year 
show a loss of $18,345. The June 
profit marks the emergence from 
‘red ink’? operations, which have 
characterized the Boston-New York 
air mail service from its inception 
two years ago. The July figures will 
show further improvement, it is said: 

The substantial cut in air mail 
rates on Aug. 1 has caused an im- 
mediate improvement in poundage 
carried from Boston. Outbound ey 
ments since then have averaged 
pounds daily, while in the past week 
they have been close to 1 junds 
daily.

Easier money conditions and con- 
fident predictions. of further im- 
provement encouraged the specula 
tive fraternity to such an extent yes- 
terday that stocks were bid up more 
aggressively than they had been in 
several weeks. <A long list of the 
‘blue chips’ of the market, includ- 
ing General Electric, American Can, 
United States Steel, General Motors 
and Montgomery Ward, furnished 
impressive leadership for a sweeping 
advance on the Stock Exchange.

Retires’ as Chairman of Board 
After Nearly Fifty Years of Ser- 
vice With Bell System. 


OFFICE IS DISCONTINUED 


Jeremiah Smith Jr. Takes Place as 
Director—Regular Quarterly 
Dividend Declared. 


The resignation of Harry B. Thayer 
as Chairman of the Board and a di- 
rector. of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company .was accept- 
ed yesterday at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors at Boston, and 
an amendment to the by-laws was 
voted discontinuing the office of 
Chairman, 

Jeremiah Smith Jr. of Boston was 
elected a director to succeed Mr. 
Thayer. Mr. Smith, an economist of 
note, was appointed Commissioner 
General of the League of Nations for 
Hungary on May 1, 1924, and con- 
ducted his task of rehabilitating 
Hungarian finances so successfully 
that Hungary was released from 
League supervision on June 30, 1926. 
Before that time Mr. Smith had been 
a counselor to the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the American Mission to Ne- 
gotiate Peace. 

In a statement issued at the close 
of the meeting yesterday, President 


Walter S. Gifford said: 

“After nearly fifty years of con- 
tinuous service in the Bell System, 

. B. Thayer, Chairman of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, has retired. 

- en Mr. Thayer went to work 
for the Western ectric Company 
in 1881, soon after his graduation 
from Dartmouth College, that com- 
pany was doing an annual business 
of about three-quarters of a million 
dollars. He became President of the 
Western Electric Company in 1908. 
When he left to become President 
of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph mee a, the annual business 
of the Western Electric Company had 
grown to about $150,000,000. 

“When Mr. Thayer resigned as 
President of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company over three 
years ago to become Chairman it was 
with the idea of dually relinquish- 
ing his responsibilities to the inter- 
ests he had served so faithfully and 
long. Now he feels he has earned his 
freedom from these business cares. 

“During Mr. Thayer’s connection 
with the Sell System the investment, 
which was about twenty-five mil- 
lions at the time he went to work in 
the manufacturing company, has in- 
creased to over three and a half bil- 
lions. : 

“Mr. Thayer has always been 
acquiring friends among the younger

Abrupt Change Surprises Wall 
Street—Rate for Time Loans 
Steady at 61/4 Per Cent. 


$75,000,000 ON MARKET 


Sources of Bulk of Available Funds 
Uncertain—Believed to Be 
Chiefly Local. 


A drop in the call money rate on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday to 5% 
per cent., following the renewal rate 
at 7 per cent., came as a surprise 
to the financial community. Not 
since July 30 had this comparatively 
low level been reached. 

Money brokers reported the imme- 
diate cause of the decline as the 
presence of $75,000,000 of additional 
funs in the market. Where this sum 
came from was not explained clearly. 
It was not doubted that some came 
from out-of-town sources, the usual 
procedure being for interior banks 
with deposits here to order the money 
placed in the call-loan market. 

Money-market theorists have con- 
tended that the ups and downs of the 
call-loan rate have been due in no 
small measure to changes in senti- 
ment in this district. Corporations 
and others who find their money re- 


quirements at a minimum at this time 
of month, it*is explained, naturally 
have sought to employ some portion 
of their funds in the call-money mar- 
ket instead of allowing all of them 
to remain on deposit with the banks. 
The fact has not been lost sight of 
that managers of stock pools have 
been interested also in aiding the 
money market and it is readily un- 
derstandable that they should exert 
every effort to increase the available 
money eupply. 

Reports that the Federal Reserve 
Bank has been a heavy buyer of 
bankers’ acceptances this week have 
met rather nted denials from some 
usually well informed. sources. The 
Reserve Bank is believed to be un- 
willing to see acceptance rates go 
higher, as any movement in this di- 
rection would effect commercial 

aper rates. Normally it buys from 

200,000,000 to $300,000,000 of bankers’ 
bills annually, but it starts operations 
about Sept. 15. ; 

Another suggested source of the 
additional sums available in the call- 
money market was maturing time 
loans. Banks have not been anxious 
to renew these loans as they have 
fallen: due, with the net result that 
time accommodations have been firm 
at 6% per cent. for all maturities. 

So far as the immediate trend of 
the call-loan rate is concerned, it is 
a matter of record that commercial 
requirements are less during the fore 
part of the week, with ednesday 
as the low point, than during the 
latter half when payroils play an im- 
portant. part.

Demand for Pipe in Oil Fields 
Is New Feature—Operations 
at Pittsburgh Increased. 


TREND OF PRICES IS UPWARD 


Pig-Iron Market Also Firmer in 
Sympathy With Finished Lines 
—Middle West Buying. 


Business in the iron and steel in- 
dustry continues to hold up to the 
surprising volume of the last several 
weeks, without, however, any signs 
of increases in the immediate future, 
according to the weekly reviews of 
the trade. The one exception is that 
steel requirements for pipe for the 
oil industry aré mounting rapidly. 

Pig iron, meanwhile, is increasing- 
ly sympathetic to the sustained de- 
mand and firmer price tendency 
which” have’ characterized finished 
steel recently, and for many produc- 
ers the week has been the most ac- 
tive selling one this year. Demand 
in the Middle West is of the propor- 
tions of a buying movement, it is 
said, and many consumers, evidently 
believing pig iron to be a “‘buy’’ at 
current prices, .have. covered. their 
needs for the remainder of the year. 
The situation is thought in some 
quarters to bear some of the ear- 
marks of 1924, when the pig-iron 
markets became active and buoyant 
preceding the Presidential election 


and continued so into the following 
year. 


Iron Age’s Comment, 


The Iron Age says in its market 
summary: 

“Active specifying against con- 
tracts, often accompanied by demand 
for quick delivery because of low 
stocks, has lifted operations in the 
general Pittsburgh area to near 85 
per cent. of capacity or somewhat 
above the late July rate. In the 
Chicago district ingot output has not 
increased. 

“‘The price trend is toward higher 
levels. Cold finished steel bars and 
shafting, including screw stock, have 
been a vanced $2 aton. New higher 

rices also have been named for the 
ast-quarter sheet sales, and billets 
and other semi-finished steel are be- 
lieved to be headed for a rise. 

“The. oil industry has brought a 
brisk demand for seamless pipe for 
the new Santa Fe, Cal., oil field, and 
several pipe lines again are under ac- 
tive negotiation. A 250-mile line has 
ust been closed, and the ile 
ine of 24-inch pipe from the Pan- 
handle to Omaha, under considera- 
tion for some months, is an early 
likelihood, and progress is being 
made in a 500-mile line to St. Louis. 

“Several thousand tons of rails 
have been bought in the week, repre- 
senting extra requirements for early 
delivery. Included were 1,000 tons 
for the Wheeling & Lake Erie, on top 
of bi 500 tons purchased two weeks 

; 1,700 tons for the Southern and 
200 tons for the St. Louis & South- 
western.’’ 


Iron Trade Réview’s Opinion. 


The Iron Trade. Review comments 
as follows:

OKLAHOMA GAS RIGHTS 


Central States Power to Acquire 
System Yielding 10,133,000,000 
Cubic Feet in Year. 


The Central States Power and 
Light Corporation is planning to ac- 
quire an extensive natural gas sys- 
tem in the eastern and northeastern 
part of Oklahoma with sales total- 
ing to 10,133,000,000 cubic feet in the 
year ended March 31, it was an- 
nounced yesterday.

LONDON, Aug. 15.—Conditions 
were quiet on the Stock Exchange.

COTTON ADVANCES 
IN IRREGULAR DAY 


Early Rise in Prices Is Partly Off- 
set, but Market Closes Up 
20 to 33 Points. 


Under the influence of heavy rains 
throughout Georgia and the greater 
part of Alabama and South Carolina, 
where the tropical disturbance caused 


precipitation of from two to five 
nches, a further recovery occurred 
in the prices of cotton yesterday. 
Active covering. operations on the 
Cotton Exchange advanced values 
around the 19c level, but the market 
met an increased supply of con- 
tracts and developed a series of 
nervous, irregular fluctuations over 
@ range of nearly half a_ cent. 
After a setback which wiped out 
an early gain of quarter of a cent, 
both official and private reports of 
shedding in the Mississippi Valley 
and western sections stimulated 
buying, and the highest levels of 
the day were reached in the last 
hour, with a gain of 20 to 33 points 
at the close. 

Liverpool advanced sharply as a 
result of the weather conditions in 
the Atlantic sections, quotations 
been weak on Monday. Egyptian 
cotton prices rose about three-quar- 
ters of a cent, and Indian spot quo- 
tations advanced half a cent from 
the previous day. 

Overnight buying orders opened 
the local market not far from the 
19c level, where scale selling occurred 
and professional operators § sup- 
plied contracts. The report of con- 
sumption in July increased selling 
by room traders, and prices ran 
back nearly $2 a bale before the 
pressure lifted and the market 
steadied. Census figures showed 
488,000 bales used by domestic mills 
during July, as compared with 569,- 
000 during the record month of July, 
1927. This report. made a total for 
the twelve months of 7,590,000 bales, 
inclusive of linters, or about 400,000 
bales less than in the previous sea- 
son. 

With the second storm in less than 
a week and a weekly report which 
reflected shedding in Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Lousiana, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas, covering oper- 
ations were resumed in the after- 
noon. In addition to the official 
report, private advices from both 
Oklahoma and Texas said the cotton 
plant was shedding more than usual 
owing to the warm, dry weather of 
the last few weeks, following several 
months of excessive rainfall. Un- 
certainty over the possible extent of 
shedding and weevil damage influ- 
enced sentiment in several direc- 
tions, and active demand for con- 
tracts advanced the late months 
above the 19c level in the closing 
dealings.

WOOLEN TRADE GAIN 
CITED BY INSTITUTE 


May Look Ahead to Reasonable 
Return on Investment, 
Official Says. 


WORK OF GROUP REVIEWED 


Goods Priced at Minimum, Inactive 
Looms Segregated and Costs 
Accurately Determined. 


Improved conditions in the woolen 
industry as the result of the activities 
of the Wool Institute are cited in the 
semi-annual report issued yesterday 
by A. D. Whiteside, President of the 
institute. ‘‘It would not seem unduly 
optimistic,’’ he stated, ‘‘to look for- 
ward to the industry in the near fu- 
ture yielding a reasonable return on 


capital invested and the energy and 
intelligence of management.”’ 

Analysis of conditions in the in- 
dustry during last February and 
March, Mr. Whiteside pointed out, 
showed that only 30 per cent. of the 
mills were operating under well-bal- 
anced business methods. The insti- 
tute’s immediate objectives, there- 
fore, he said, were designed to re- 
vamp the antiquated ideas of the 
larger percentage of the industry. 

The major results of the institute’s 
work, Mr. Whiteside finds,, are re- 
flected in the pricing of goods at an 
irreducible minimum, the definite 
segregation of inactive looms in the 
majority. of mills, more accurate de- 
termination of costs and the filing of 
declarations of price policy by mills 
representing 70 per cent. of the looms 
in the industry. 

Summarizing market conditions 
Mr. Whiteside made these observa- 
tions: Stock goods of low-priced fab- 
rics have been reduced 47 per cent. 
since Jan. 1, while there has been a 
24 per cent. reduction in the carry- 
over of women’s wear cloths, ‘‘re- 
ducing these fabrics to a point where 
they could be absorbed on the slight- 
est sign of an active demand.” 

Present stocks of men’s wear me- 
dium-priced fancies and staples are 
low, he continued, and the utmost 
caution has been observed in pro- 
duction of topcoatings and overcoat- 
ings. Current production of women’s 
wear fabrics is being closely timed 
with the demand. 

Referring to prices made by the 
mills on fabrics for the Spring of 
1929, Mr. Whiteside observed ‘“‘that 
there is every reason to believe that 
these will be the lowest prices 
charged for identical fabrics as long 
as the present level of wool prices 
is maintained.’’ He denied that the 
levels on staples or semi-staples re- 
flected the expectation of lower woo 
prices or were due to accumulated 
stocks of fabrics. At the present 
rate of consumption, he asserted, 
the stocks on hgnd of men’s-wear 
staples and semi-staples on June 
did not exceed forty days’ supply. 

Mr. Whiteside placed great stress 
on the value of group meetings of 
mills making similar cloths. Facts 
brought out at these meetings, he 
declared, show that ‘‘from the stand- 
point of particular groups of fabrics 
the internal competition in the indus- 
try has been magnified out of all 
proportion to the actual conditions 
existing.’’ 

During the six-month period the 
institute has come in direct contact 
with 85 per cent. of the mills in the 
industry. Its membership on Aug. 
15 comprised 146 mills, having 43,319 
looms, or 67 per cent. of the total. 


SAYS WORLD ACTION 
ON WOOL IS LIKELY 


Government Marketing Expert 
Finds the Trade in Europe. 
Is Organizing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—George 
T. Willingmyre, wool marketing 
specialist of the Department of Agri- 
culture, just returned from Europe, 
where he attended the recent Paris 
conference to consider the problem 
of collecting comparable wool sta- 
tistics, has informed the Secretary 
of Agriculture that international 
statistics on this commodity now 
seem likely to become a reality. 

Delegates from the wool industries 
of England, France, Belgium, Ger- 
many, Italy and Czechoslovakia at- 
tended the conference and reviewed 
a- schedule for international use in 
the collection of this information. 
The conference recommended that 
wool statistics be made compulsory 
by the passage of laws within each 
of the countries making it obligatory 
for dealers and manufacturers to re- 
port their holdings on certain dates 
and the quantity of wool entering 
consumption. 

The International Wool Statistical 
Committee set up by the Economic 


°|Gouncil of the League of Nations 


also held a meeting in Paris, which 
was attended by representatives of 
the principal wool-consuming coun- 
tries of Europe. 

Mr. Willingmyre, while at Brad- 
ford, England, attended a conference 
of Australian, New Zealand and 
South African. wool growers and 
members of the British Wool Federa- 
tion and the Bradford Chamber of 
Commerce, which was called to dis- 
cuss difficulties of production and 
manufacture, changes of fashion, 


*|and so on. He believes that meetings 
g| such as this could advantageously be 


held by wool producers and manu- 
facturers in other countries. 

Organization of the entire wool in- 
dustry in the Continental countries 
has gone far, Mr. Willingmyre said. 
These organizations include wool 
producers, merchants, wool pullers, 
commission combers, spinners, weav- 
ers and distributers. Problems aris- 
ing in any branch of the industry 
are brought to the attention of repre- 
sentatives of the different branches 
and free discussion is invited, usually 
resulting, he said, in a recommenda- 
tion for correction, with the welfare 
of the entire industry in mind. 





Moscow Gives Jews More Land.

Jewish colonization, the Presidium 
of the All-Russian Executive has 
granted 109,00 hectares of land (ap- 
proximately 272,500 -acres) in the 
Crimea for 15,000 Jewish families.

In Okla- 
homa favorable weather prevailed 
and progress of cotton was generally 
very good. In Texas advance was 
fair to very good, but condition of 
crop is poor in drier lower coast and 
southwestern counties. Picking made 
good advance in the south and was 

egun in the north. 

“Progress and condition of corn 
were mostly fair to excellent in main 
producing sections. Conditions were 
satisfactory in Ohio Valley. Rain 
was needed in Southern Illinois and 
Western Kentucky, where only poor 
advance was made. Fair to excellent 
condition and progress were reported 
in Iowa. Corn made rapid advance 
in Great Plains, but moisture is 
needed in parts of Nebraska and 
South Dakota. Advance in the South 
varied from sow to good, with rain 
needed in Gulf area. There were re- 
ports of damage to corn from Florida 
to New Jersey. Rapid growth was 
indicated from the Great Lakes to 
the Rockies. 

“Except in the more Eastern 
States, the warm, dry weather of the 
week made favorable condition for 
harvesting and threshing in late 

ain districts. Spring wheat harvest 
8 well along in North Dakota, and is 
being accomplished in Montana. 
Threshing is advancing in southern 
portions of the belt. Fair, warm 
weather was advantageous for crop 
in North Central States.-Much oats 
was threshed during the week in the 
interior valleys and harvest was 
started in the more Northeastern 
States.

QUEENS TROLLEYS 
SEEK 7-CENT FARE 


Transit Commission Refers 
Steinway Railway's Plea 
to Its Counsel. 


ACTS ON OTHER SCHEDULES 


Sets Sept. 7 for Hearings on the 
Petition of Eighth and Ninth 
Avenues Company. 


Seven cent fare schedules, effec- 
tive Sept. 10, have been filed with 
the Transit Commission by the re- 
ceivers of the Steinway Railways, 
comprising a group of surface lines 
in Queens, it was learned yesterday 
when the commission announced that 
it had referred the tariff sheets and 
the accompanying application for a 
higher rate to Clarence M. Lewis, 
its counsel. 

The Steinway Railways group in- 
cludes the Dutch Kills, Jackson Ave- 
nue, Steinway, Ravenswood, Flush- 
ing Avenue and Broadway lines in 
Queens. A 5 cent fare is now in 
force on all these routes. The group 
of surface lines, originally included 
in the New York and Queens Rail- 
way system, became a separate unit 
several years ago. 


Suspends Other Schedules. 


The commission yesterday an- 
nounced the suspension of the 7 cent 
fare schedules filed recently by re- 
ceivers of the Highth and Ninth 
Avenues Railway Company. Public 
hearings on the petition for a higher 
fare will begin on Sept. 7. The com- 
mission’s action, taken on recom- 
mendation of its counsel, is in accord 
with that taken last month in the 
case of the 7 cent fare application 
of the Drydock, East Broadway and 
Battery Railroad Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Third Avenue Railway 
Company. 

In suspending the schedules filed 
by the Highth and Ninth Avenues 
Railway Company, however, the com- 
mission reserved the question of 
whether the company was proceeding 
properly under the Public Service 
Commission law as well as the ques- 
tion of its own jurisdiction to sus- 
aon the schedules and hold hear- 
ngs.

‘Conditions Viewed as Bet- 
ter Than a Year Ago. 


CREDIT OUTLOOK LESS FAIR 


Present Conditions in the Money 
Market Not Merely Temporary, 
Cleveland Banker Asserts. 


Although business during the re- 

maining months of 1928 probably 
will be better than it was during the 
corresponding months of 1927, some 
uncertainty is introduced into the 
picture by recent banking and 
money-market developmenis, says 
Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, Vice Pres- 
ident of the Cleveland Trust Com- 
pany. 
. So far this year, he says, the key 
industries of iron and steel, building 
construction and automobile produc- 
tion have made an impressively good 
showing, and ‘there seems to be zood 
prospect that they will do well dur- 
ing the remaining months. Car load- 
ings and coal production are now be- 
ginning, week by week, to produce 
records that are a little better than 
those of the corresponding weeks a 
year ago. The agricultural outlook 
is good, with weather conditions 
promising large harvests, and with 
farm prices. at higher’ levels than 
last..year..Increased sales by mail- 
order houses and farm implement 
manufacturers are reflecting the im- 
provement in the purchasing power 
of the agricultural sections. 

“Over against these constructive 
developments,’’ Colonel Ayres says, 
“must. be set the developments in 
banking and the money markets that 
have produced the current high rates 
.of ‘interest which have alreadv in- 
creased the cost of doing business 
and brought about declines in bond 
prices’and some stock prices and a 
sharp curtailment in the issuing of 
new securities. 

‘“‘These conditions are not merely 
temporary and artificial, nor are 
they the result of an unnecessary and 
undignified quarrel between the Fed- 
eral. Reserve system and the Stock 
Exchange. ‘They are primarily the 
result of a large and rapid outflow of 
gold, and partly the aftermath of a 
great outburst of stock speculation 
i ag ‘at a singularly unpropitious 

me. 

Commenting con the anomaly of a 
Shrinking gold basis over the last 
ten months, while at the same time 
miscellaneous bank credit was rising 
vigorously, Colonel Ayres adds: 

“The loans on stocks and bonds be- 
gan to mount out of all proportion 
to the gold basis of credit in the Au- 
tumn of 1924, when this bull market 
got under way, and they have kept 
on ever since, reaching their most 
rapid expansion and the greatest vol- 
ume during this past year while we 
have been losing gold. Under these 
conditions a. stiffening of interest 
rates has been necessary and inevit- 
able rather than merely temporary 
and artificial. In a certain sense it 
does or a contest between the 
Federal Reserve system and the Stock 
Exchange, but it is a contest that the 
Reserve system has entered upon to 
protect the credit supply that is vital 
to business, and a. contest that it 
should have entered upon earlier, and 
waged more vigorously, than it has.’’

TO FORM NEW UNION 


Left Wing Locals Say A. F. of 
L. Is Responsible for Two Years 
. Of Strife in Industry. 


GREEN AND WOLL ASSAILED 


Resolution Adopted at Meeting of 
3,000 Charges Federation Aided 
‘Company Union.’ 


After listening to bitter attacks 
against the American Federation of 
Labor, particularly against President 
Green and Vice President Woll, a 
meeting of 3,000 fur workers, repre- 
senting nearly every furriers’ local 
union in the United States and Can- 
ada, unanimously adopted last night 
a resolution to form a new interna- 
tional fur workers’ union. The meet- 
ing, which was held at Cooper 
Union, raised about $15,000 toward a 
fund of $25,000 to finance the new 
movement. 

The decision to organize a new 
furriers’ union marks the culmina- 
tion of a two years’ struggle between 
the American Federation of Labor 
end the left wing of the fur workers, 
led by Sen Gold, manager of the 
New York Furriers’ Joint Board of 
Locals 1, 5, 10 and 15. 

‘The regolution adopted, after 
charging the American Federation 
of Labor with being responsible for 
‘“‘a reign of terror’’ among fur work- 
ers, says: 

“Tt is further known to all workers 
that the officials of the International 
Fur Workers’ Union and the officials 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
in league with the fur bosses, set 
uP what is actually a company union. 
They sought, by means of persecu- 
tion, frame-ups and strong-arm in- 
timidation, to terrorize the fur work- 
ers into submission to the company 
union. The once solid ranks of the 
workers were thus torn asunder. 
The international and the American 
Federation of Labor officials, there- 
fore, became directly responsible for 
the misery, oppression and starva- 
tion that the fur workers and their 
families have endured for the past 
two years.”’

CROSSINGS HEARING PUT OFF 


“Lockwood Says Division of Removal 
Costs Will Set Precedent. 


Declaring that the question of al- 
location of cost as between the rail- 
road, the city and the State would 
create.an important precedent in the 
pending elimination of New York 
Central grade crossings on the west 
side in Manhattan, Transit Commis- 
sioner Lockwood yesterday postponed 
until Aug. 29 a scheduled hearing on 
the elimination of six Long Island 
Railroad grade crossings in Jamaica. 

Engineers of the Long Island will 
confer with engineers of the com- 
mission on division of costs. The 
railroad contends that the city and 
State should bear a considerable por- 
tion of the cost, under the recent 
grade crossing statute, which pro- 
vides that railroads shall pay 50 per 
cent,, cities 10 per cent. and the 
‘State 40 per cent. The commission 
believes, however, that much of the 
work to be done comes under the 
head of general improvements and 
that its cost, under tue _ statute, 
should to that extent be borne by 
the railroad alone, 

The case is the first in which the 
commission has been called upon to 
apply the provisions of the new law 
covering the fixing of cost percent- 
ages.

ALL LOCALS IN CITY JOIN IT 


Body, With 150,000 Members, 
More Powerful Than Predecessor, 
Ruled by Brindell. 


William. J. McSorley, President of 
the Building- Trades Department of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
completed yesterday the reorganiza- 
tion of the Building Trades Council 
of Greater New York and vicinity 
which had been disrupted since 
Robert P. Brindell was sent to Sing 
Sing Prison in 1923 after he was con- 
victed of extortion.

The reorganized body, which has 
received a new charter from the 
American Federation of Labor, is 
considered by its leaders to be more 

owerful: than: the original council. 
ft has approximately 150,000 mem- 
bers and includes. every local in 
Greater New York and vicinity. 
John Halkett is President of the re- 
organized council. Roswell D. Tomp- 
kins is Secretary Treasurer. 

The final details of the reorganiza- 
tion were arranged at a mee ae at 
154 .Third Avenue, the headquarters 
of the council.

Manufacturer Held for Forgery 
on Nassau Bank’s Complaint 
Arraigned in Brooklyn. 





After a hearing before Magistrate

CHARGES THEFT OF BONDS 


Testimony Reveals That Bogus 
Stock Certificates Were Used 
for Heavy ‘Loans. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15 ().—Roy C. 
Toombs, President of a Chicago 
stock brokerage firm and head of 
the International Life. Insurance 
Company of St. Louis, was charged 
with grand larceny of $104,000 in 
bonds in’ a. warrant issued in St. 
Louis today shortly .after, he had 
been dismissed in Municipal Court 
here because there was no complaint 
against him. 

The, warrant accused Toombs of 
taking the securities from the in- 
surance company and ‘converting 
them to his own use. He has. not 
yet been rearrested, and his counsel, 
Eugene L. O’Garry, said the Gover- 
nor of Illinois would have to author- 
ize the arrest. before Toombs would 
submit. 

Toombs was arrested here last Sat- 
urday on the request of the St. Louis 
authorities, without a warrant, and 
was held under $10,000 bonds. He 
obtained a writ of. habeas corpus 


yesterday and his release today un- 
der the writ. ~- , te 


‘ $T. LOUIS, Aug. 15 (P).—Further 
testimony, regarding’ use of alleged 
fraudulent stock certificates was tak- 
en today in the investigation of the 
affairs of the International Life In- 
surance. Company, whose President, 
Roy C. Toombs, is.charged with lar- 
ceny of the company’s assets. | 

Alleged bogus stock certificates of 
3 000 shares each of the Internationa 
Life wére used’ by Todmb3, it was 
disclosed by testimony. In borrow- 
ing $500,000 from E. P. Greenwood, 
President of the Great Southern Life 
Insurance. Company of Houston, 
Texas. These are understood to have 
been replaced, in part at least, by 
genuine certificates of stock. 

T. J. McReynolds, Vice President, 
stated that his purported signatures 
on these over-issue stock certificates 
were forgeries. 

C. L. Brennaum, Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the holding corporation of 
International Life, testified that in 
March he signed and delivered four 
blank preferred certificates to aw 44 
E.: ‘Toombs, then President of the 
holding company and ‘a: brother of 
Roy Toombs, and that no ac- 
counting had been made. 

Payroll economies are part of the 
Insurance Commissioner’s plan for 
rehabilitation of the insurance com- 
pany. They propose to strike from 
the roll the $15,000 a year of Dr: E. 
Morgenstiern of Chicago, Vice 
President, director of personnel, and 
close adviser of Toombs. Dr. Mor- 


.genstiern is a handwriting expert 


and character analyst.
